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WEEKLY REVIEW. 


The month opens with rather a dull maruet 
allaround, The cold weather and storm which 
have prevailed over a large extent of country 
seems to have closed the springs of trade for 
the present, and the vonsequence has been that 
the volume of business for February which 
promised to exceed tell short of that for the 
same month last year. This was owing largely 
to the unsatisfactory tradeof the last two 
weeks induced by the stormy weather. The 
outlook is very promising now, and the month 
of March isexpected to make up all that was 
lost in February and more too. There are few 
special features in the markets represented by 
the REPORTER. Drugs are very quiet, dyes 
and chemicals meet with only a moderate share 
of attention, and oils as a rule are dull. 

There has been no change in the financial 
situation during the week under review. The 
supply of loanable funds is ample and rates 
continue at 14%@2 per cent. on call. 
Commercial paper is offering more freely. 
We quote 60 to 90 days’ indorsed bills re- 
- ceivable at 8@3} per cent; four months’ 
acceptances at 3}4@4}4, and good single names, 
having four to six months to run, 4@b4. The 
following are the rates of exchange on New 
York: Savannah, }, selling }4 prem.

THE TRADE IN COPPERAS. 


An unsettled market characterizes 
the trade in copperas, and the article 
is in an interesting position so far as 
buyers are concerned, as they are 
being favored with cut rates and ex- 
pect a further depreciation of values. 
The present circumstances were 
brought about by overproduction, 
light demand and sharp competition. 
Each one of the causes has had a 
potent influence in shaping the condi- 
tion of the market, bpt to competition 
is mainly ascribed the ‘‘demoraliza- 
tion,” so-called by manufacturers and 
dealers who are attempting to support 
the market in the face of large surplus 
stocks. Sellers quote as many differ- 
ent prices as there are tints in the 
rainbow and are not disposed to meet 
the extreme inside figure of one maker. 
It was rumored around that supplies 
of copperas could be bought at fifty- 
seven and a half cents for large quan- 
tities, but it proved to be an exception- 
al figure, the lowest yet quoted in a 
regular way being sixty cents, with 
other holders demanding an advance 
of five and ten cents above that price, 
which is about the sameas realized this 
time last year. Holders are not gen- 
erally quoting for forward delivery, as 
the future is uncertain. Although a 
higher range of values is expected in 
summer owing to the demand at that 
time being much larger, a repetition 
of the prices prevailing during the 
warm season of last year is not looked 


for, as there was a combination of cir- 
cumstances then to support the mar- 
ket, mainly in the fact of the cholera 
scare increasing the demand for disin- 
fectants, and one large manufacturer 
of copperas having suspended work on 


account of a strike. The market is 
expected to be devoid of any exciting 
feature to stimulate trade duriug the 
coming heated term, and it remains to 
be seen whether supplies will continue 
to be liberal enough to justify sharp 
competition.

THE ADVANCE IN PIG LEAD. 


The scarcity of pig lead has forced 
prices up to an import level and as a 
result orders for nearly, if not quite 
4,000 tons have been placed for Ameri- 
can account in London. These goods 
were bought chiefly by western parties 
but are deliverable in New York and 
it is stated will probably be held here 
and resold against purchases made in 
the West. These purchases have had 
the effect of exciting the London mar- 
ket causing a marked advance and 
thus affording an opportunity for a 
further rise here. The prices asked in 
the spot market are nominal as they 
are too high to invite speculative pur- 
chasers, and are certainly no induce- 
ment to consumers who have accumu- 
lated pretty full supplies by purchases 
made during the past two or three 
weeks. 

Present prices are ths result of the 
scarcity which first made itself mani- 
fest last fall when the production was 
found to be inadequate. The rapid 
advance in prices which followed 
this discovery no doubt stimulated 
the production, but the winter 
came on before the shortage could 
be made up. Since then sup- 
plies for prompt delivery have been 
difficult to obtain, and futures have 
been very uncertain. Fortunately for 
the holders of lead the London market 
was in somewhat the same position as 
ours when the advance began here. 
Unremunerative prices had checked 
the production when an increased de- 
mand there and the improvement in 
prices here began to have their effect 
upon the London quotations. Conse- 
quently, although there has been an 
almost steady advance during the past 
two months we have always been a lit- 
tle under the import price until the 
present time. It is hardly probable 
that a much higher price will be 
reached here unlessforeign lead con- 
tinues to advance, and though the low 
prices that prevailed last fall may not 
be touched again in the near future, 
when spring opens and transportation 
is unretarded the prices now ruling 
may not hold.On the other hand there 
is not much probability of a large de- 
cline. Production would not be re- 
sumed onascale commensurate with 
the necessities of consumption unless 
fairly remunerative prices were rea- 
lized, and it is thought that if the 
price should sink below four and one- 
half cents it would mean a return to 
the experience through which we are 
now passing.

THE ALCOHOL POOL HAS NOT 
, COLLAPSED. 

A sensational telegram was publish- 
ed in the daily press of this city last 
week to the effect that the Western 
Export Association had dissolved 
owing to the obstinacy of a western 
distiller who had refused to comply 
with the agreement, and that the mar- 
ket would henceforth be governed by 
ruinous competition. Inquiry among 
alcohol exporters in this city fails to 
confirm the report and it has been pro- 
nounced a canard with little or no 
ground for its circulation. It is true 
that the Export Association experi- 
enced some difficulty in having its 
rules observed and two or three stormy 
meetings were held at Peoria last week 
over the action of one distillerin al- 
lowing an overproduction, but we are 








assured that the matter was amicably 
adjusted without any hint of dissolu- 
tion and that the market will not be 
disturbed by open competition. As 
fifty-eight distilleries are represented 
in the association with two or more 
persons interested in each one, it is not 
an easy task to have the affairs of the 
pool conducted without a jar where so 
many separate interests have to be 
served satisfactorily, Thus far the 
Management has succeeded beyond 
expectations and made a good profit 
tor every one identified with the pool, 
and it is not likely that the distillers 
would throw a good thing over their 
shoulders to accept an uncertainty. 
The Western Export Association will 
expire by limitation next September 
and there is every probability that it 
will remain unbroken until that time 
and be reorganized. The large manu- 
facturers are of course opposed to their 
small competitors receiving a similar 
benefit according to the capacity of 
their distilleries, but as they are evi- 
dently a fixture in the trade and made 
prosperous by the pool arraugement, 
there don’t seem to be any other rem- 
edy for controlling competition.

THE COCOANUT OIL MARKET. 


Dealers in cocoanut oil were not pre- 
pared for the large quantity of Ceylon 
cocoanut oil which arrived by the two 
vessels lately coming to this port. 
Smaller lots were expected and the 
market was without this otherwise 
bearish influence until the fresh impor- 
tations arrived,and contrary to general 
opinion the market did not experience 
a@ prouounced downward tendency the 
lowest price accepted being five and 
three-eighths cents. The next vessel 
is said to be due in March with about 
three hundred tons in three lots, one 
of which is out of the market; another 
is controlled by a firm holder and the 
balance is so small as to have no effect 
on the market. Another vessel 
will follow with about five hun- 
dred tons. It is believed that 
after the present arrivals are stored the 
market will take a turn for the better, 
but the ample supply on spot to be 
disposed of, and the easy position of 
tallow, cottonseed oils and greases 
must be taken into consideration. No 
improvement can be expected while 
tallow continues on a low basis of val- 
ues and the demand is indifferent. 
In the meantime there is no 
forced offering of cocoanut oil, and 
with one or two exceptions stock is 
held for higher figures than above 
quoted. The statistical position of the 
article abroad is better than it has 
been for some years, the stock on hand 
and afloat being much smaller than 
this time last year, as shown in the 
REPORTER two weeks ago.

THE MOVEMENT OF NEUTRAL 
WAX. 

Manufacturers of and dealers in wax 
pressed from neutral oils report a 
largely increased trade in that article 
and inquiry develops the fact that it 
is being used as a substitute for paraf- 
fine and other wax in many instances 
on account of its cheapness. The 
difference in value is only about one 
cent per pound but the melting point 
of neutral wax is not up to the stand- 
ard of paraffine, and for this reason it 
cannot be used for all the purposes for 
which the better quality of paraffine 
wax is necessary. It is claimed that 
neutral wax makes a fair candle stock 
and that one candle factory in this 
vicinity is supplied with considerable 
material for that purpose. Last year 
the crude article was exported to some 
extent and returned in a refined state, 
but the lower price of refined paraffine 
wax made competition too close for 
profit, and the export movement is 
now of much smaller dimensions.

Since thesales mentioned, 
there has been a gradual settling of 
values for refined oil, and although 
holderg continue to quote thirty and 
a half cents, buyers find no difficulty 
in having this price shaded on private 
The excessive production and 
comparatively limited outlet are thus 
giving the market some hard knocks,

the business and greatly discouraged

dency has been the most prominent 
feature of the market since October, 
1884, and even the remarkably low 
prices now prevailing are not stimu- 
lating demand to the extent hoped for. 
Over-production and competition have 
wrought a rapid change in this once 
profitable industry, as will be per-

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The position of crude oil is not in 
such a bad state, prime grades being 
offered in a limited way and held at 
relatively higher figures than refined 
oil.

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THE CONSOLIDATED LINSEED OIL 
COMPANY. 


The meeting of the linseed crushers 
of the West at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
in Chicago last Wednesday resulted in 
the reorganization of the Western 
Consolidated Linseed Oil Company. 
According to the;Chicago newspapers 
the meeting was harmonious through- 
out and was attended by representa- 
tives of a majority of the mills, A 
Board of Directors was elected con- 
sisting of Messrs. Alexander Euston, 
St. Louis, Mo., R. D. Hubbard, Sioux 
City, Ia.; Clark Woodman, Omaha, 
Neb.; C. D. Close, Iowa City, Ia; 
James Wright and Caleb F. Gates, 
Chicago, and J, P. Mansfield, Cleve- 
land, O. Other reports have reached 
us which indicate tbat the expectation 
of complete organization embracing 
all the mills in the West has not been 
realized. Of the sixty four firms en- 
gaged in the crushing of linseed in the 
West only seventy-five per cent. have 
signed the paper re-establishing the 
consolidated company. Thus the 
work of the committee on organization 
in the interim between the meeting in 
January and that held on Wednesday, 
has been practically without results as 
at the date of the first meeting a num- 
ber equal to those which signed on the 
24th signified their willingness to do 
so then under certain stipulations. 
The difficulty which prevents the co- 
operation of the remaining twenty-five 
per cent. of the mills, seems to be dis- 
satisfaction with certain details of the 
plan of organization, but just what 
these details are we are unable to state 
at this writing. There will probably 
be certain concessions made to meet 
the views of the dissatisfied ones, and 
if complete amalgamation is not affect- 
ed it is confidently believed that fully 
ninety per cent. of the mills will come 
into the pooling arrangement. 

The original intention was to make 
the organization national, and to this 
end a committee from the Western 
crushers visited the East in January to 
secure the co-operation of the crushers 
here. The proposal did not at that 
time meet the views of the seaboard 
crushers. Although no written agree- 
ment exists between the Eastern 
crushers, they have for a long time 
acted with perfect harmony, and have 
demonstrated their ability to sustain a 
price in their own market, notwith- 
standing outside competition, and that 
without restrictive rules. To an ex- 
tent they are willing to co-operate 
with the West, but it is not probable 
that this willingness would extend to 
the signing of an agreement such as 
that proposed. The practice of mak- 
ing the East a dumping ground for 
surplus Western oil would have to be 
stopped before the crushers of this 
section could entertain any plan of 
national organization. The West ap- 
pears to have realized the improbabil- 


ity of effecting a national association 


writing, the importance of the decline 
will be better realized when the figure 
named is compared with the quota- 
tions given below for the past five crop 
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on the basis proposed and has organ- 
ized as strong a combination as present 
circumstances would admit of, without 
reference to the seaboard crushers. 
Had the former indicated a disposition 
to establish a combination based on 
fixed prices in all sections, and regard- 
ing the interests of the East in all 
respects equal with their own, the 
results might have been different. 
What the immediate effect of the 
Western consolidation will be upon 
this market is uncertain, but ulti- 
mately it is almost certain to havea 
decided effect. One result expect- 
ed of it {was an advance in 
prices, those current being, to say 
the least, unremunerative. The only 
action touching this important point 
was the adoption of the price made at 
the meeting in January, namely, 4ic. 
It is probable that after the nine or 
ten Western mills now outside, or as 
many of them as possible, have been 
brought into the association, the 
price will be raised in the West, 
When this happenf, and it is expected 
at an early day, a corresponding ad- 
vance may be looked for here.

THE IMPROVEMENT IN DRUGS. 
Last January the REPORTER found 
occasion to speak of the brighter out- 
look in the drug line, and referred to 
many indications then prevalent which 
emphacized the point and bespoke a 
busy season for a trade that had been 
living on expectancy since the panie 
of 1884. The arguments then ad- 
vanced have been clinched by later de- 
velopments, and every one identified 
with the wholesale drug business is an 
eye witness to the improvement in sales 
and prices, which was so correctly out- 
lined by us shortly after the birth of 
the present fortunate and promising 
year. Replenishing stocks has been 
progressing at a rapid rate and buyers 
have been in unusual haste to be prop- 
erly fortified for the springtrade. Ev. 
idence is found in the advanced price 
ofmany articles, and the largely in- 
creased movement in this market, 
The very unfavorable weather has 
postponed business to some extent 
lately, but a rush is expected when all 
the blizzards have come and gone. 
Some goods which could not be moved 
at any price and had to be stored to 
await a change in the tide of affairs, 
are now found to be in limited supply 
and command enhanced prices. We 
have made inquiries from different 
sources in the city and in no instance 
was the report discouraging; the gene- 
ral tenor of the remarks confirmed our 
predictions and some firms even ex- 
ceeded expectations. Several drugand 
chemical articles have declined in price 
owing to overproduction and competi- 
tion, but the increased demand partly 
makes up forthe loss in value. Re- 
ports from wholesalers and jobbers in 
the West are likewise of a very satis- 
factory character, and with a restora- 
tion of confidence and abundance of 
money going a begging, there is every 
promise of continued prosperity and 
better returns than have been experi- 
enced for some years: There is danger 
however of the better times doing mis- 
chief in unwise speculation and inflat- 
ing some concerns above their former 
conservative policy; still, members of 
the drug trade will see the necessity of 
exercising caution and thus avoid a 
repetition of previous experience.

THE TAX ON ALCOHOL. 


A faverable opportunity is present- 
ed for some earnest work in behalf of 
the drug trade, by agitating the alco- 
hol question before the Ways and 
Means Committee of Congress, previ- 
ous to the action about to be taken on 
the Hewitt tariff bill which contains 
the following provision on alcohol: 

Sec. 14. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall grant permission to any firm, individual, 
or corporation to withdraw from bond alcohol, 
orany spirits containing aleohol, subject to 
internal-revenue tax, in specified quantities of 













not less than three hundred proof-gallons, 
without the payment of the internal-revenue 
tax on the same, or on the spirits from which 
it may have been distilled, for the sole purpose 
of use in such industrial pursuits as shall be 
specified in the permit issued by the Secretary 
ofthe Treasury, under such regulations and 
requirements as to stamps, bonds, and other 
security and safeguarde, by methylation or 
otherwise, as sha]! be prescribed by the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury: Pro- 
vided, That any person who shall sell, use, or 
willfully permit the use of spirits withdrawn 
under this act for any other purpose than that 
specified herein sball, for each uffense, be fined 
not less than five hundred nor more than five 
thousand dollars, and be imprisoned for not 
less than six months nor more than two years: 
And provided further, Thatany violation of 
the rules and regulations made by the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, with the appro- 
val of the Secretary of the Treasury, in con- 
formity with this act, shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than fifty nor more than one 
hundred dollars for each offense, 

As will be seen, this bill only allows 
alcohol to be withdrawn from bond 
free of tax for certain industrial pur- 
poses, which is still a narrow view to 
take of the matter. Why the privi- 
leges are not extended so as to include 
medicine has been a national conun- 
drum for years, but Mr. Hewitt has made 
one step forward by suggesting such 
industrial pursuits as shall be specified 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
it is some encouragement to learn that 
progress is being made in that direc- 
tion, even if it is slow. Mr. Hewitt 
does not make his recommendation 
very clear, however, and leaves the 
burden on the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to specify the purposes for which 
alcohol is to be used. The present law 
authorizes him to issue permits to any 
incorporated or chartered scientific in- 
stitution to withdraw alcohol from 
bond without payment of the internal 
revenue tax, for the sole purpose of 
preserving specimens of anatomy, phy- 
siology or natural history, and for use 
in its chemical laboratory. The Sec- 
retary has full power to prescribe the 
regulations under which such goods 
may be released, but he would be puz- 
zled to know, according to Hewitt’s 
bill, where to draw the line in the di- 
rection of ‘‘ industrial pursuits,” which 
are not included in the permits at pres- 
ent issued by him. 

The legislative committee of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Associ- 
ation have the alcohol question in hand 
and are doubtless exercising their in- 
fluence in that respect. What the drug 
trade want is nota total abolition of 
the internal revenue system, but free 
alcohol for medicinal purposes and the 
arts. Nowis the time to strike while 
the iron is hot.

This branch of manufacture 
has hitherto been unattempted in the United 
States, purchases having been made from 
Switzerland and Sweden. Sugar of milk has 
not yet been sold by grocers, although there is 
no reason why it should not be, the vending of 
it being confined to druggists.—Commercial 
Inquirer. 


The chief of the bureau of statistics, in a let- 
ter to the secretary of the treasury explaining 
his computations, says that the effect which 
Morrison’s tariff bill will have upon the volume 
of imports isa matter of speculation and cun- 
jecture, but that the general effect of a reduc- 
tion in duty is of course, to increase importa- 
tion. There are however, 60 many elements in 
the problem that it would be hazardous to 
venture an opinion on the subject. 


Messrs. John L. Whiting & Son, mapufactur- 
ers of brushes in Boston, bave purchased the 
entire stock of goods and good will of the late 
H. E. Heppe, formerly Beissbarth & Heppe, 
New York city. This supplies them, in addi- 
tion to those which they already possessed, im- 
portant connections in Europe, for purchasing 
the ainds of quill goods usually imported, and 
also greatly increased facilities for manufac- 
turing al} kinds of brushes and pencils for ar- 
tista, varnishers and gilders. 


A morning paper of Pittsburg published an 
article a few days ago narrating how the glass 
furnaces were burning out from.the potent 
effects of natural gas and would have to be re- 
built at heavy expense. The trouble, it said, 
arose from ignorance of the intensity of heat 
produced by the new fuel. While there has 
been some trouble in the application of natu- 
ral gas to some of the winiow and bottle fur- 
naces, none of the flint furnaces show any 
signs of the evil results depicted in the article 
alluded to.—Pottery and Glass Journal.

Pipe bowlsare at present 
made therefrom in France that can barely ve 
Cistinguished from real meerschaum, and bil- 
liard balls are likewise made from it by strong- 
ly preasing.—Electrical Trades Journal.

G. Clark, R. M. Ong aud Chas, 
Mackie as president, vice-president and secre- 
tary respectively. The organization wiil be 
known as the Paint and O1) Association of New 
Orleans, and will have for its chief object the 
advancement of all interests affecting this 
branch of commerce.—New Orleans Times- 
Democrat. 


There has recently been decided in Bostona 
case which isof the utmost importance to the 
paint trade of the country. Charies Richard- 
son & Co, of that city, who are the selling 
agents of an article known as anti-kalsomine, 
manufactured in Grand Rapids, Mich, and used 
extensively in tinting wails, as an undercoating 
for oll paints and as a paint preserver recently 
had an injunction served upon them, issued by 
Judge Holt of the United States Circuit Court. 
This was later argued before Judge Carpenter 
of the United States Circuit Court, who hus 
just ordered the injunction to be dissolved, so 
that now the trade can buy and eell anti-kalso- 
mine without fear of any legal proceedings. 


Latest advices from Charleroi, Belgium, just 
to hand as we go to press show thst there were 
on February Ist, 18:6, 556 pots out of blast, 
while 834 were in operation, with the prospects 
of still further dc creasing the production with 
a view of enforcing a reduction of wages. Itis 
asserted by manufacturers that unless a reduc- 
tion in wages is accepted by the workers it 
will be impossible to export glass to the United 
States, which is the main outlet for the Belgian 
trade. The workers claim they will win the 
fight and are able to resista reduction for many 
months, and contend that they might as wel! 
resist a reduction now for a few months longer 
than to be forcedinto anoiher strike next fall, 
provided the present reduction demanded is 
enforced,—American Glass Worker, 


Messrs. Roessler & Hassiacher of this city, 
bave issued a circular to the trade defining 
their position on the chloroform question, in 
which they state: **As we learn of renewed and 
systematical efforts of the competition to 
frighten away and to keep the trade from buy- 
ing our chloroform by stating that we infringe 
a patent, we hereby most emphatically deny 
that we bavein any way or wanner infringed 
or threaten to infringe anyones patent. Fur- 
ther, we agree to defend at our expense any 
and all suits which may be brought against 
anyone for the infringement of any patent ty 
reason or through sales of our chloroform, 
providing we are allowed to defend euch suits 
with our own lawyers and as we deem best.”

I read with much pleasure the editorial which 
appeared in your issue of January £0, on the 
brighter outlook for the drug trade, and wrote 
to friends of mine in New York informing 
them that I was desirous of making a change 
of base and that as things were looking so much 
brighter there that I considered it a god local- 
ity in which to obtain 4 position, especially 
when my years of experience were taken into 
consideration, and besought them to uee their 
influence in my behalf. They replied to me as 
follows: “Much as we would be pleased to have 
you located here, we must advise you against 
such a step, as notwithstand/ng all the reports 
of the improved condition of the drug business, 
the various firms are not adding to the list of 
their employes; on the contrary, they are re- 
ducing expenses in every way possible, and in 
some insiances the salaries of those in respon- 
sible positions have been reduced trom twenty- 
five to ttirty per cent and others have been 
told that their services were no longer required 
asthe business of their departments did not 
warrant their being retained. And all this to 
men who have grown gray in tho service of 
these firms. Now, then, if you atill desire to 
start in New York with this statement of facts 
luid before you, why comeon and we will do 
all we can to aid you; but bear in mind what 
we tell you and in the years to come do not up- 
braid us for not having prevented you from 
leaving a position in which you were at least 
treated with that consideration which one true 
man always bears to another but which, if 
what we hear is in only a measure true. is 60 
lacking, with but very few exceptions among 
the drug trade of to-day in New York.” 

Upon receiving this reply from my frienda, I 
concluded to remain in Boston, but for the

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CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


The Assistant Secretary of the Treasury has 
notified a firm of importersin New York that 
the withdrawal from warehouse of a portion 
of an importation subject toa higher rate of 
duty than that originally assessed does not bar 
the claim of the Government forthe amount 
properly due. 

The Collector of Customs at New York has 
been notified that fat oil of turpentine used in 
mixing mineral colors for China paling is duti- 
able at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem as 
distilled oil, and not at the rate of 40 per cent. 
ad valorem as varnish as assessed by the Col- 
lector. 

Assistant Secretary Fairchild has instructed 
the Collector of Customs at New York that on 
an invoice of window glass there shall be sent 
to the appraisers’ store for examination not less 
than 2 per cent. of each mark on the invoice, 
the appraiser being free in the exercise in the 
power vested in him to call for additional pack- 
ages whenever he may deem It necessary. 

The Treasury Department holds that certain 
so-called smelling salts, consisting of mono- 
carbonate of ammonia slightly perfumed, are 
dutiable at the rave of 20 per cent ad valorem 
as “carbonate of ammonia” and not at the rate 
of 50 per cent ad valorem as a “toilet prepara- 
tion’’ as assessed by the Collector of Customs 
at New York. 

The Department has authorized the free 
entry of certain empty bags alleged to have 
been exported filled with domestic merchan- 
dise, and of which free entry was refused at the 
port of New York for the reason that afew 
bags in each invoice—net more than 10 per 
cent—did not bear the prescribed invoice 
mark. Ia was shown that such omission was 
the result of baste, and was not intentional, 


The Treasury Department bas issued a circu- 
lar to customs officers in regard to the free 
entry of bags, barrels, carboys and other ves- 
sels, instructing them that they may waive the 
requirements of record evidence of clearance 
and foreign certificate, and in lieu thereof ac- 
cept other satisfactory evidence of exportation 
of domestic goods mentioned in article 381 of 
the General Regulations when their vaiue does 
not exceed $100. 


PETROLEUM NOTES. 


Keitley Bros are drilling a wildcat near 
Brooksville, Jefferson county, Pa, 

It is reported that a good vein of oil was 
tapped near Georgetown, O., last week. 

Lima, O., has gone wild over oil and will not 
rest until an oll exchange is established. 

The Trumpeter No. 2 at Phillipsburg, Beaver 
county, Pa., has been abandoned asa dry hole. 


The Raccoon Oil Company’s well at Shouse- 
town, Pa., bas been drilled and is a small affair. 


A little oil is said to have been found in the 
gas well at Rushville, N. Y., now down over 200 
feet. 


The Cumberland Oil and Natural Gas Co. 
has been incorporated at Cumberland, Md., to 
bore for oll and gas. 

The Craig & Cappeau test on the Chandler 
farm,in Butier county, turned out a duster. 
No fourth sand was found. 


The National Transit bas given orders for the 
erection of five more 30,000 barrel tanks in the 
Macksburg region, to be built as speedily as 
possible. 

The Chartiers Natural Gas Company is put- 
ting down four new wells in the Murraysville 
district, and will begin several others within a 
few days. 

They are prospecting for oil ‘in Lower Hun- 
gary. One of the wells is over 200 feet deep 
The drill passed through a valuable vein of oz- 
okerite, which will be developed if oil is not 
found. 

Lower country oil is valuable because of its 
yield of the high test oils which do not fluc- 
tuate in price by percentage on quotations for 
low test oils, but rather on an arbitrary basis 
of certain figures. 

Mr. H. L. Blackmar, of Jamestown, N. Y.,a@ 
well-known oil man, died suddenly last week. 
Deceased was a brother-in-law of Capt. J. T. 
Jones, and was largely interested in the Brad- 
ford Oil Company. 

The overdue ship Joseph B. Thomas, which 
cleared this port in August last with a large 
cargo of petroleum for Hiogo, Japan, arrived 
at her destination on Saturday, after having 
been out over six months. 

During last Saturday's great storm one of 
Rackett’s New York schooners, loaded with 
1200 bbis of kerosene oil, went ashore on Ea- 
ton’s Neck, on the Long Island coast, and will 
prove a total loss. The captain and crew were 
saved, 

The Thayer No. 1, on the Clark lease, is now 
the most interesting well in the Washington 
field, as it has just come In a 30C-barreler. It is 
located not more than 125 yards from the Gor- 
don No. 1, which started off at only 150 barrels 
per day. 

The premium on white sand oils is gradually 
but certainly being reduced. When the war 
commenced a premium of fifteen cents was 
paid on every barre). Then it was cut down to 
ten cents and last week, a further reduction 
was made to eight cents. 


The excitement in the Millerstown oil field 
has increased within the past few days. Every- 
thing is at fever heat, rivaling the days of 1873. 
There are eight wells in the sand. Allare book- 
ed as producers, and those which had previous- 
ly tapped the pay streak are improving. 


The Union Oil Company No. 1, on the Weirich 
farm in Washington, is fourteen feet in the 
sand and dry. It is farthest west of any of the 
wells yet drilled, and seems to condemn to a 
certain extent that portion of the field. The 
Davis, still further west, will be due in a couple 
of weeks. It is 1.900 feet deep. 


The successful development of the Cogley 
district has been followed by a largeamount of 
wildcatting in various parts of Clarion county. 
McGrew Bros. are starting a test well near 
Lucinda Furnace, and Edenburg parties have 
leased quite a large amount of lands on Blyson 
Run, about four miles northeavt of Stratton- 
ville. 

Joseph A. Magee, the founder of the Sheffie}d 
oil field, is the responsible head of the most im- 
portant wildcat enterprise in Warren county. 
Mr. Magee’s well is located on the south line of 
lot 400, just in advance of the rich Breuneman 
pool on lot 441. It ought to reach the sand this 
week, and unless Mr. Magee’s usuul good fort- 
une forsakes him he will get a good well. 

Kane is becoming excited again, and a few 
more scratches in its favor will set it crazy. 
The plave is destined however, to become quite 
an oil center, and having been a town of some 
pretensions on the P. & E. railruad for years, 
and having been forced into a kind of “touriste’ 
resort” by the once stirring General Kane, it 
starts in with this new lease with prospects of 
becoming a point of interest during the sum- 
mer to come.— Warren Paragraph. 

The test well of C.C. Conroy & Co., on the 
Freeland farm, a mile southwest of Allegany, 
Cattaraugus County, N. Y.,and north of the 
State line, is asserted to have discovered fair 
prospects for oil in that locality. The projec- 
tors control a large body of land thereabouts, 
and along with other parties are makinga de- 
teemined effort to discover another dark sand 
oil horizon between the Bradford and Allegany 
flelds. 

Up to January 3lst, Cherry Grove had pro- 
duced 3,511,141 barrels, Cooper, 2,490,515 and 
Balltown 1,967,501 barrels of oil. The total 
pipe line runs from the three flelds since oil 
was first run from Cherry Grove, in May, 1882, 
upto January 31, 1896, inclusive, hus been 
7,969,157 barrels, a total daily average of 5,808 
barrels. The greatest average runs from the 
Cherry Grove district were in August, 1882, 
when they reached 24,315 barrels. 

The Cooper Hill and the Henry Mills section 
in Warren county, says the Derrick, generally 
have more quarter inch wells than any section 
anywhere. Several leading firms have wells so 
small that it takes several days production to 
make a grease spot inthe tank. Many would, 
no doubt, be glad to abandon acres of such 
wells if they had a place where the stuff could 
be used to advantage. 

Since June of ’84, or in less than two years, 
the Bald Ridge production, under which Thorn 
Creek is also classified, has been in round num- 
bers about three millions of barrels of oil, or 
very near the entire production of the Cherry 
Grove field in four years. The indications are 
that before this year is out the Bald Ridge pro- 
duction will be greater than that of Cherry 
Grove, asthe daily runs from Bald Ridge are 
about 1,200 barrels in excess of the Cherry 
Grove runs. 

Among the many so-called banner wells of 
the oil country, the claims ot the Keystone well 
onthe Graham oil company’s farm, Parker’s 
Landing, merit recognition. This well is 16 
years old; it started off at 16 barrels a day nat- 
ural production, and is now doing 12 barrels a 
day. It was shot only once, and that was many 
years ago, but the trouble made by the caving 
sand has made them cautious of repeating the 
experiment. The shot helped it wonderfully. 
It averaged 26 barrelsaday for a year. The 
old Keystone has declared dividends aggregat- 
ing $150,000.— Derrick. 

The center of excitement is now in the 
Shousetown oil field in the region of thu well of 
Grace & Co. All the parties who have been at 
work there leasing have taken a portion of 
their forces and put them to work in the 
Shousetown field during last week. Among 
those who are at work there now are such well 
known operators as W. P. Book, of Bradford; 
J. M. Guffy & Co., of Pittsburg; Arter & Hill of 
the same place and numerous others. One day 
last week there was paid to owners of land in 
that district over $16,000 to hold certain leases 
for 60 days. 

Roy & Archer have located one well on the 
northeast corner of Mrs. Hall’s place on the 
McDade lot at Kane. Coast & Co. have located 
ten wells and contracted for rigs to go up im- 
mediately on the south and east line of lot 420. 
Jim Steele & Co. have located two wells on 20 
acres of lot 424, adjoinng Shirley & Hochstet- 
ter’s lease. Fertig & Co. have lumber on the 
ground for one rig on the northeast corner of 
their 82-acre lease on lot 424, adjoining Steele’s, 
The Union Oil Company on lot 425. have seven 
wells drilling and four rigs about finished. 
They intend to start eleven more immediately. 

The city of Jo-Jo is building up very fast. It 
can now boast of five saloons and restaurants, 
@ number of boarding houses, grocery store, 
drug store and last, but not least, a faro bank. 


The Thompson House is crowded with oil men 
and scouts,and they keep things lively be- 
tween watching the market and running the 
elevator. Among those here are Charles Fil- 
kins, Charles Goodwin, Frank Andrews, Major 
Andrews, Jim Tennent, Charles Parsons, John 
Markham, M. K. McMullen, Captain Mike Mur- 
phy, Frank Fertig, Mike Freely, John Camp- 
bell, and that jolly little Thing from Olean.— 
Bradford Era. 

Our Franklin correspondent says that the 
Standard has bought very little oil from inde- 
pendent producers in the heavy oil district this 
year, as yet, and the producing fraternity are 
becoming anxious concerning the future. The 
stock, he says, is less than for some time, being 
less than 30,000 barrels. Last month 4,000 bar- 
rels more were shipped than were produced. 
Frankiin is naturally interested, as heavy oil 
has been one of the mainstays of the place. It 
is reasoned that the holding back of the chief 
purchaser cannot be for the purpose of forcing 
a lower price as prices are as low as possible 
now. The only inference left is that the mo- 
nopoly wants the rest of the territory.—Bliz- 
sard. 


They barrel oil and stack it up or bury it in 
the ground out at Findlay, Ohio, after the fash- 
ion employed by the whalers on the eastern 
coast of Maine, who have been holding their 
whale oil for years in the hope that petroleum 
will soon be exhausted and their former high 
prices obtained. Ohio producers should not 
imitate the whalers. On the contrary they 
should follow the example of a certain suc- 
cessful corporation whose infant days were 
passed in that State. They should sell their 
goods for what they will bring. Such figures 
will presumably be what they are worth. If 
some Pennsylvania wag has been putting a ** $4 
per barrel” flea in the Ohio man's ear he ha 
better make his presence scarce when the Ohio 
producer has exhausted the barrel market and 
cannot find land enough on which to store his 
goods.—Bradford Era. 


Tho members of the Consolidated Stock and 
Petroleum Exchange had a lively discussion 
last Friday over the clearing house question. 
The clearances of the Exchange have been 
made through the American Loan and Trust 
Company. That company recently gave notice 
that it could not do the business any longer. 
The debate on Friday was whether the businees 
should be turned over to the Trust Company at 
a higher compensation than heretofore, or 
whether the Exchange should establish a clear- 
ing house of its own. It was said that the 
Standard Oil Company interest ir the Exchange 
favored the re-employment of the Trust Com- 
pany, but the proposition to re-employ it was 
defeated, and a resolution requesting the Gov- 
erning Committee to take steps for the estab- 
lishment of an Exchange clearing house was 
adopted. 


The surprise of the week was the Thayer well, 
close by the Gordon No 1, at Washington. 
This is the second only in importance as a pro- 
ducer to the Smith well, over a mile and a half 
distance, and makes possible the existence of a 
wide stretch of territory good for wells rang- 
ing from 100 to 300 barrels. The Gordon, as 
will be remembered, only for a brief period ex- 
ceeded 100 barrels a day,and because of its 
close proximity to the new gusher some see fit 
to cali the territory “spotted.” Some of the 
chronic bulls condemn the district because of 
this, but from the determined manner in 
which dozens of sets of tools are kept swinging 
in as many wells, it is safe to say that there are 
in oildom men who will drill in such territory 
for all that itis worth. The Kane district has 
been lost sight of, and the Shousetown devel- 
opments, like all districts of any promise, will, 
no doubt, continue to get but a passing notice 
until it suite the interest of those in control of 
the market. 

For the nine months ending with January 31, 
the Cogley oil field has produced 839,550 barrels 
of oil, a daily average of 3,217 barrels, Previ- 
ous to May 15th Cogley oil was included with 
the general runs of the old Clarion field. The 
daily average for January is 772 barrels behind 
that of December. December showed a de- 
crease of 175 barrels a day from the November 
average. November increased 477 barrels ove.’ 
October, while October increased its runs 1,696 
barrels a day over September. The Thorn 
Creek and Baldridge runs averaged 1,288 bar- 
rels a day in January, 1,420 barrels in Decem- 
ber, 1,469 barrels in November, 1,898 barrels in 
October and 2,021 barrels in September. This 
is exclusive of the runs by the Pittsburg Pipe 
Lines, which take about 700 barrelsa day from 
the St. Joe and Thorn Creek district. The 
Baldridge and Thorn Creek runs were 962,801 
barrels, for nine months of 1884, a daily average 
of 3,501 barrels. For 1885, the total runs by 
both pipe lines were 1,814,020 barrels, a daily 
average of 4,967.— Petroleum Age, 


A New York representative of an exporting 
refinery gives it as his opinion that the recent 
decline in prices are mainly due to the inability 
of refiners to dispose of their stocks at the high 
prices. He said that when prices were up last 
summer Russia came in open competition with 
American oil, and although Russian protection 
was small it was so merely because it had not 
established a market for more product. Even 
during the reign of high quotations in New 
York much of the oil exported paid a rebate to 
the exporter in order to keep up a movement 
and an appearance of fair export at high prices 
This information, of course, was kept quiet 
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among exporting parties, and by this method 
the Standard people succeeded in picking up a 
a little of the export business formerly done 
by independents. The Jatter soon got onto the 
scheme, met it, and the result wasaraid on 
the crude market to get up a margin between 
crude and bona fide refined prices. This re- 
finer looks on higher prices for any extended 


period of time as a shadow of the very distant 
future, 


A correspondent writing from Lander, Wyo., 
Says: “As the spring approaches the oil excite- 
ment does likewise. Company after company 
is being formed, claim after claim is being 
taken. Ihe Big Horn basin in the grand objec- 
tive point. Here the oil deposit appears to be 
simply marvelous. The best authorities esti- 
mate that the middle of the coming summer 
will see 5,000 people in the Big Horn oil fields. 
There is an unctuous certainty that a new and 
Mammoth discovery is on the tapis. Twenty 
miles of territory, with an average width of 
five miles, is said to cover one immense oil lake. 
The actual location of this vast deposit will be 
made public inashort time, Men are eagerly 
awaiting the first intimation,and when it comes 
the rush will be tremendous. United States 
Surveyer Frank Wood bas just returned from 
an arduous professional trip to the Big Horn 
region, during which he located some hundred 
oil claims, and fifty or sixty hay or ranch ditto. 
All of the oil claims are in the district bearing 
the name of the atready famous Bonanza 
Springs. Twenty of them were for the French 
company of capitalists who have invested so 
largely in gold mines of the Atlantic and Min- 
ers’ Delight districts. Twenty more were for 
a new syndicate formed in Lander. The other 


claims were of various parties. All of these are 
160-acre claims.”

MISCELLANEOUS. 


American Fishermen Threatened. 


A telegram from St. Johns, N. B., says: “A 
newspaper correspondent had an interview 
with Captain Scott, R. N., who has just arrived 
here from Ottawa, whither he had been sum- 
moned by the Marine and Fisheries Depart- 
ment to arrange a plan of action for protecting 
Canadian fisheries in the event of the refusal of 
Congress to appoint a commission. The Cap- 
tain stated that nothing would be done until an 
answer has been received from the United 
States authorities. If it is untavorable cruisers 
will at once be put on to drive the American 
fisherman off our shores. 

A fleet of steamers and schooners mounted 
with guns will be employed for that purpose. 
There will be about tep vessels required, six 
schooners and four steamers, and they will 
cruise all the way from Caspe to Eastport. The 
schooners will carry 23 men. One steamer is 
now on her way to the Magdalen Isiands to 
drive away any American fishermen who may 
seek to steal Canadian fish there. The captain 
declares that not # moment will be wasted after 
the answer is received and no quarter will be 
given to poachers, If they will not be driven 
off they will be captured. The policy of the 
American fishermen he says has been to lie 
about our fish and then steal them, and the 
Canadian Government is determined that they 
shall be allowed no privileges.

Cottonseed Meal. 


A correspondent writes, “I wish you would 
tell me if there is much variation in the value 
of cottonseed meal for feeding purposes. 

Do they make two kinds of cottonseed meal, 
one including the hull and the other not? 

Does the cottonseed meal of your analyses 
report of 1884 include the hull ground with the 
kernel? 

I wish you would advise me which is prefer- 
able to fatten cattle and sheep; cottonseed 
meal or ‘new process’ linseed meal.” 

It was replied by the Connecticut Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station : 

“The best cottonseed meal is that which is 
ground from the ‘decorticated seed.’ It con. 
tains no hull and no cotton fibre. It basa 
nearly pure yellow color. Damaged cotton- 
seed meal, originally good but injured by wet 
and mould, or ground from damaged seeds 
often comes into the market at low rates, but 
is properly used as a fertilizer only. Cotton- 
seed meal made from the entire seed, after 
removal of cotton fibre as far as practicable, is 
another inferior grade and may be recognized 
by the dark particles of hull which it contains. 
Asample of this article analyzed here in 1881— 
the cost of which was $30 per ton—contained 
22.25 per cent of protein while the best (decorti- 
cated) cottonseed meal contains about 42 per 
cent of protein. The comparative feeding 
values of the two sorts are, roughly speaking, 
fon the ratio of their content of protein. The 
undecorticated mea) contains but little more 
than half as much as the other and also con- 
tains the indigestible and therefore worse than 
useless hulls. Cottonseed meal and new pro- 
cess linseed meal have the following average 
composition :

You will notice that cottonseed contains 


some nine per cent more protein and 9% per 


cent more fat than new process linseed meal. 
It therefore contains considerably more nutri- 
tive matter and if the selling price is the same 
is considerably cheaper. The very concen- 
trated nature of cottonseed meal, however, 
renders the more caution necessary in its use. 
Cattle can only stand small quantities of it 
without digestive disturbance. It may be 
added that in England the undecorticated cake 
is preferred ty some for feeding to the other 
kind, because as alleged it seldom if ever pro- 
duces unfavorable symptoms in the cattle. 
This it has been claimed is due to astringent 
and medicinal properties in the hulls, but is 
very likely due to the fact that undecorticated 
cake is less concentrated and therefore is less 
likely to be fed in excessive amount. Cotton- 
seed which is not perfectly sweet is entirely 
unfit for food. It is not unlikely that the 
albuminoids which make up about half of the 
dry substnace of cottonseed meal when they 
begin to decompose on account of dampness, 
may give rise to poisonous alkaloids similar in 
nature to those formed from nitrogenous 
animal matter under like circumstances and 
like those developed in damaged maize to 
which in Italy the disease called pellagra bas 
been aftributed.”

The Bonded Warehouse Limit. 


As stated in last week’s issue Of the REPOR- 
ER. an important meeting of merchants was 
held in the Produce Exchange building on Feb- 
ruary 23, to promote the passage of Mr. Hew- 
itt’s bill, extending the bonded period for im 
ported merchandise from one to three years, 
and providing that the duty payable shail be 
assessed upon the quantity withdrawn from 
warehouse, and not upon the quantity entered 
—that is to say,remitting duty upon the amount 
which may have disappeared by evaporation or 
shrinkage in bond, and requiring only auty 
upon the amount which actually enters into 
consumption. Several addresses were made in 
favor of Mr. Hewitt’s views of the subject. 
after which the following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, Sections 2970 and 2985 of the laws of 
the United States now in force require all mer- 
chandise to be withdrawn from store within 
three years from the date of importation, and 
imposes an additional duty of 10 per cent if not 
withdrawn within one year from such time; 

And whereas, duties on all merchandise are 
now assessed and paid upon the quantity en- 
tering store, and whereas the effect of these 
laws is seriously to impair the trade and com- 
merce of this country by preventing the im- 
portation of merchandise until actually re- 
quired for consumption; 

Ist. Because of the extra duty incurred after 
one year, and 

2d. Because of the duty paid upon merchan- 
dise lost through natura! sbrinkage between 
the time of importation and withdrawal, which 
thus upjustly falls upon the consumer; 

And, whereas, foreign countries in which 
such regulations are not in force are thus made 
the storehouses for merchandise at the expense 
of this country, our trade diminished and our 
commercial development hindered; 

And, whereas, it is indispensable to this coun- 
try in order to compete with foreign countries 
thatit should be enabled to hold such mer- 
chandise with equal faeility; 

And, whereas, section 5 of the bill to modify 
existing laws relating to duties on imports and 
the collection of the revenue, H. RK. 5010, intro- 
duced by the Hon. A. 8. Hewitt in Congress 
tends to correct these evils; now therefore beit 


Resolved, That we merchants of New York 
representing the various commercial interests

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The King of Gas Wells. 

A wonderful feat has just been accomplished 
by the Washington Gas Company, writes a 
Pittsburg correspondent. By a clever experi- 
ment they have saved the famous McGuigan 
natural gas well in Washington county, and at 
the same time struck the greatest and most 
powerful flow of gasin the world. Until this 
time the McGuigan roarer has always ranked 
as the king of gas wells. The danger was that 
the enormous pressure would blow out the cas- 
ing, when the earth would cave in and the well 
be lost. To save the well, another was drilled 
within 100 feet of the McGuigan. When it 
reached 2238 feet—the same depth as the Mc- 
Guigan—scarcely any gas was found, but this 
week the bit touched gas at 2250 feet, just 
twelve feet deeper than its neighbor. Tools 
were blown out and then the greatest flow yet

found in Washington field asserted itself. In- 
stantly the effect was noticed on the McGuigan 
well, Its roar lightened in sound and its pres- 
sure weakened somewhat. A large amount of 
its product issued from the new well. Yester- 
day the McGuigan well was “screwed down” 
and the experiment completed. By screwing 
it down tighter a still larger amount of gas was 
found to issue from a new hole. Some myste- 
rious connection exists between the two wells 
down 2250 feet under the earth’s surface by 
which each well can regulate the other at the 
will of the man.

Alleged Conspiracy at the Custom 
House. 

Mr. Hewitt of New York, from the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, submitted a report to 
the House of Representatives last week in re- 
gard tothe vase of L. Lehmann of New York, 
and it was referred to the House calendar. 
(The committee finds that Lehman has notified 
the Secretary of the Treasury that he was pre- 
pared to furnish proof of fraudulent conspir- 
acy between the merchant appraiser and cer- 
tain custom house officers at the port of New 
York by which his invoice was fraudulently 
raised. Mr. Lehmann was informed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury that pending the in- 
vestigation of Congress no action would be 
taken by the secretary. The committee is of 
opinion that a resolution of the House calling 
for letters and documents ought not to delay 
or hinder the investigation by the department, 
It, therefore, recommends the passage of a res- 
olution requesting the secretary of the treasury 
to proceed to hear and determine the charges 
made by L. Lehmann, and report the result of 


the same to the House]. 


Secretary Manning Defends Importers 


The Secretary of the Treasury has written a 
letter to Senator Allison, chairman of the Sub- 
Committee on Finance, in regard to Senator 
Aldrich’s bill providing for the reorganizatio 
of the methods of appraisement of merchan- 
dise. In regard to the first subject of inquiry 
as to changes in penalty for undervaluations 
where there are no allegations of fraud, the 
Secretary says he doubts the expediency of in- 
creasing the present rated penalty for under- 
valuations reported by the appraising officers, 
and adds that if there is to be confiscation of 
the whule, or even of a considerable part of im- 
ported merchandise, for acts done or omitted, 
in making an invoice or presenting an invoice 
orentry at the Custom House, he thinks the 
question of false valuation and of intentional 
guilt in making such false valuation, should be 
tried by a court and jury. 

“To-day. in many quarters, a foreign man- 
nfacturer with an efficient agency in New 
York is looked on as an enemy to be repelled 
and repressed by this Government. There are 
no doubt in Europe foreign manufacturers who 
refuse to sell abroad to our buyers, preferring 
to consign bither to agents their whole pro- 
ducts. Why may they not? Might not a man- 
ufacturer of flour or a packer of other food 
products in our country prefer in like manner 
to protect in Europe his own private trade 
mark by refusing to sell here for export, and 
by consigning to his well-known agent in 
Havre or Bremen? Is it true, in fact, that the 
controlling motive with foreign manufactur- 
ers who send their products hither on consign- 
ment isto evade or defraud our revenue? Is 
not the enormous growth of consignments a 


domestic as well as an international fact?”

EXPLANATION. 

Total dry matter is what remains of a feeding 
stuff when ail the water it contains is removed. 
However dry feeding stuffs, whether hay or 
coarse fodder, or grain and meal, may appear 
to be, they always contain a considerable and 
variable proportion of water which is invisible 
and imperceptible to the senses, but which can 
be driven out by heat and which the perfectly 
dried fodder recovers more or less fully when 
exposed to the air. This amount of water thus 
present in feeding stuffs is constantly changifig 
with the temperature and dryness of the air to 
which they are exposed, and accordingly no 
proper comparison of different foods is poesible 
unless the proportions of water they contain is 
known and comparison is made on perfectly 
dry or water free substance. 

In the station laboratory, water is expelled 
andthe amount of dry matter determined by 
heating a weighed quantity of the feeding 
stuff at 212 deg. Fahr. in a stream of hydrogen 
gas until no further loss of weight occurs. 

Protein (or albuminoids) is a general term 
which includes all those nitrogenous materials 
of a feeding stuff which bear a general resem- 
blance in composition and properties to egg al- 
bumen (white of egg), flesh fibrin (lean meat), 
and milk casein (curd). The amount of pro- 
tein is commonly determined by multiplying 
the per cent of nitrogen present by 644. This 
method is based on the fact that the protein 
bodies all contain not far from sixteen per cent 
of nitrogen, which figure multiplied by 64 
gives 100 per cent or the total amount of pro- 

, tein corresponding to the nitrogen. Some of 

the albuminoids contain indeed less and some 
more than this per cent of nitrogen, but for 
practical purposes, the assumption of sixteen 
per cent is sufficiently exact in most cases. 

It is believed that the vegetable albuminoids 
do not greatly differ in nutritive effect or at 
least, since each feeding stuff commonly con- 
tains a mixture of several distinct albuminoids, 
the digestible portions of these various mix- 
tures do not widely differ in uutritive value. 

Besides albuminoids, certain feeding stuffs, 
chiefly root crops,and immature parts of plants 
such as hay from young grass, contain a portion 
of their nitrogen in an entirely different form; 
as amides or amido-acids. These bodies havea 
different percentage composition from albu- 
minoids, differ from them in their properties 
and very considerably in their nutritive value, 
They are closely related to the albuminoids,and 
may be derived from or assist in producing the 
latter. 

Other nitrogenous substances which aresome 
times found in certain feeding stuffs, generally 
in very small quantity however, are peptones 
alkaloids, nitrates and ammonia salts. The last 
three are without any nutritive effect on ani- 
mals so far as is known. 

Fat includes fat oil, solid fat, wax, chloro- 
phyl, the green coloring matter of plants and 
other coloring matters, ip brief everything 
which can be extracted from the perfectly dry 
feeding stuff by absolute ether. 

Nitrogen free extract, sometimes called carb- 
hydrates, includes starch, gum, sugar and pec- 
tin bodies. They are readily extracted from 
the feeding stuff by water and dilute acid but 
their amount is always indirectly determined 
by substracting the sum of the protein, fiber, 
fat and ash from the total dry matter. 

Fiber or cellulose is the essential ‘constituent 
of the walls of vegetable cells and is seenina 
nearly pure state in cotton fiber or paper pulp. 
It isthe most insoluble part of the vegetable 
sutstance and its quantity is determined by 
boiling the feeding stuff successively with a 
weak acid and a weak alkali, and after copious 
washing with water, extracting the residue 
with alcohol andether. This treatment leave, 
undissolved what is properly called crude fibers 
which is cellulose in a state of comparative 
purity. 

Ash is what is left when the combustible part 
of a feeding stuff is burned away by heating to 
faint redness in a current of air and besides a 
little charcoal and sand, which are accidenta 
impurities, consists chiefly of lime, magnesia, 
potash and soda, combined with chlorine and 
carbonic, sulphuric and phosphoric acids. 

With regard to the use of these various nu- 
trients in the animal body it may be said that 
protein has a different physiological signifi- 
cance from fiber and the nitrogen-free extract, 
which latter consists of starch, the sugars, the 
gums and similarly constituted matters. 

Protein may easily be made over by the ani- 
mal into its own substance, i. e., into muscles, 
tendons and the various working tissues and 
membranes which are necessary parte of the 
anima! machine, because itis made up of the 
same kind of materials, is, chemically speak- 
ing, of the same composition. 

Fiber and the nitrogen-free extract on the 
other hand, probably cannot serve at all for 
building up the muscles and other parts of the 

growing animal and cannot restore the waste 
and wear of those parts of mature animals,

The former 
works under pressure and therefore has the ad- 
vantages, but aiso the great disadvantages, con- 
nected with working with benzin under pres- 
sure, The latter extractor operates under or- 
dinary pressure, and consequently offers great 
safety and economy in benzin. 

The ceresin which has been extracted from 
the residues and perfectly freed from the solv- 
ents by the aid of superheated steam, may be 
directly added to the ceresin from the presges, 
still requiring filtration.

The weather we have been having of late is 
not of a kind calculated to increase the con- 
sumption of paints and colors. Consequently 
jobbers and manufacturers find little to occupy 
their attention apart from filling occasional or- 
ders from the distributing dealers who are pre- 
paring early for the spring demand. They ex- 
pect a much larger business before the middle 
of the montb, and a week of pleasant weather 
may put an entirely different aspect on the 
state of affairs. The lack of import- 
ant demand prevents any marked fluc 
tuation in prices and the only item 
of interest touching this point is the 
high cost of pig lead and the effect it has in 
strengthening prices of the products of this 
metal. There are no new features in the mar- 
ket and there will probably not be until the 
spring demand begins in earnest. 

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The pig lead market is very firm but the 
effort of sellers to force it above 5c has not 
been successful. Buyers are now pretty well 
supplied and concessions would have to be 
made toinduce them to purchase. The only 
sale we heard of was 200 tons foreign at 5c and 
this wasthe nominal quotation at the close, 
though it is probable that a bid of 495c would 
not be rejected. The 3,000 tons of refined Eng- 
lisb lead purchased last week are said to have 
been on account of a syndicate of St. Louis, 
Chicago, Cincinnati and Pittsburg corroders, 
and it is reported that it will be brought to this 
market for sale. Messrs. Everett & Post, 
writing from Chicago, under date of February 
2ith, say: ‘*The position of pig leadis about the 
sameas reported in our last circular letter. 
The market opened at 4 80c asked generally, 
but early in the week there were rumors ofa 
sale of corroding lead at 47244c, which being 
confirmed, was followed by sale of 150 tons at 
4 7éc, both March delivery. These sales cleared 
up available lots at the price and later sales 
were made for April at 4 80c, and at the close 
values may be quoted at 4 80c and 4 85c, with 
but little offering. There is a very good in- 
quiry noticeable and present outlook points to 
a continuance of ruling prices. We have sent 
orders to Europe during the past week for 
some 900 tons ,selected lead at 49024 9ic, New 
York, early March steam shipment, but up to 
present writing have not secured any.” 

It is scarcely probable that a further advance 
in the price of white lead will be madein the 
near future, notwithstanding the enhanced cost 
of pig lead and the probabilities of aatill higher 
range of values on that material. The rea- 
son is that dealers and consumers stocked 
up in anticipation of the last advance, and are 
not as anxious to increase their supplies. Be- 
sides the present price of pig lead does not rep- 
resent the cost of the lead in beds, and corro- 
ders are disposed and can afford to wait for a 
little while to see what the crude metal will do. 
Last week there were a considerable number of 
inquiries for lead in oil but at present, though 
the demand may be considered fair it does not 
equal that of the corresponding period last 
year. The current quotations are: For lead in 
oil in quantities of less than 500 lbs in wood, 
Tic per Ib net; 500 lbs and over, 7c, 69 days or 
2% per cent for cash in 15 days from date of 
invoice. Lead in oil in 26 lb, 124% 1b and assort- 
ed 1 to5lbcans-is quoted at gc, le and 24c 
respectively, above the keg price. Rebates aro 
the same as heretofore, and are payable at the 
end of the year. 

The demand for domestic oxide of zinc is re- 
ported to be very good, buyers being under 
the impression that higher prices are probable 
owing to the firmness of competing articles, 
The inquiry is chiefly for future delivery, and 
manufacturers report that they are making 
quite a number of contracts on the basis of our 
quotations, French is in the usual demand for 
the séason ané remains firm and unchanged. 
The quotations are 55¢c for dry Antwerp red 
seal in barreis of 220% lbs, 6c for dry Paris red 
sealand 7i4c for dry Paris green seal. Dis 
counts are as follows; To buyers of 10 bbl lots 
of one or assorted grades, 1 per cent; 25 bbis, 
2 per cent; 50 bbis,4 per cent. No discount on 
less than 10 bbls. Discounts include broker- 
age.

20@1 30c for best brands 
with the usua' demand for tho season. 

Carmine has not changed since our last, The 
demand is moderate, small lots only being 
taken. The manufacturers quote $3 15@3 25 as 
to quality and style of packing. 

Quicksilver vermilion sells to a moderate ex- 
tent in a jobbing way at unchanged prices. 
The combination quotations are 62c for lots in 
bulk, 58c in bags and 57c for smalier quantities. 

Artificial vermilion is in fair request, though 
buyers are limiting their orders in accordance 
with their present requirements. The quota- 
tions range from 18 to 25c for the medium and 
better grades and from 7 to lic for the poorer 
kinds. 

Imported orange mineral is higher owing to 
the increased cost of pig lead on the other side. 
The demand, however, is small. We note the 
sale of 6 tons English at 844c: The quotations 
now are 844@9c for German,English and French 
on the spot and the inside price is not being 
shaded to any extent so far as we can learn for 
lots to arrive.

Vegetable Olls. 

There seems to be astrong probability that 
the long period of unremunerative prices for 
linseed crushers is nearing anend.. The efforts 
to organize a National Association, while not 
successful so far,seem in a fair way of ac- 
complishment, and one of the first results will 
be an advance in prices toa profitable basis. 
The Consolidated Linseed Oil Company of the 
West was reorganized last week at a well at- 
tended meeting in Chicago, and though at first 
the co-operation of only 75 per cent of all the 
Western crushers was secured at that time, 
ecneiderable progress has been made since 
then, and it is thought probable that it will 
result finally in the carrying out of the orig- 
inal programme—that is a consolidation of the 
linseed oil interests of the entire country. This 
may necessitate changes in the plans as now 
arranged, as the Eastern crushers, while will- 
ing to co-operate with the West, have not been 
favorable to the form of organization pro- 
posed, or at least to some of the details of the 
plan. Before another week closes it is possible 
that a decided change in the situation will oc- 
cur. The demand at present is fair, but it is of 
a hand-to-mouth character, consumers con- 
tenting themselves with purchases of onv to 
five barrel lots. The quotation for city oil 
from domestic seed is 44c and for Calcutta 490, 
Western oil for future delivery bas been 
offered at 48c, and though we hear that 42c has 
been refused, there are occasional lots offered 
at 4:@A2\¢0. 

The cottonseed oil market has passed through 
an unusual experience during the week, the 
bears being on top and working their advan- 
tage for all it was worth. Crude oil, however, 
was not the point ot attack, as efforts to ham- 
mer down prices on that product have little 
effect owing to the limited offerings of prime, 
Refiners have been enabied to get supplies at 
lower figures than generally asked, and while 
26c is the recognized value of prime crude 
from the sellers standpoint, several hun- 
dred barrels have been sold tor New 
York delivery at 24c and other orders are 
solicited privately at same figure, thus making 
the New York market for prime crude firm at 
24c. Some sellers report having received 25@ 
2b}¢0 for miscellaneous lots of prime on spot. 
Various off color samples are shown to draw 
out bids but they have no fixed value. Buy- 
ers are not so numerous for the lower grades, 
partly on account of sellera manifesting a 
disposition to stiffen their views in sympathy 
with the better values for prime 
and business has consequently not been so 
large as previous weeks. Buyers still allege 
that off-color oil is relatively higher in price 
than p:ime and hesitate to operate. A party 
recently from the South states that a large sur- 
plus existe of lower grades and that the supply 
of prime is apparently short. On the other 
hand it is claimed, as stated on our editorial 
page, that prime crude oil is held at higher fig- 
ures to assist the refined market, which ap- 
pears to be in a demorailzed state. The 
movement of soap stock has been larger 
than usual and prices are unsettled. We 
have sales of 1,500 bbis in lote on the basis of 
4c for one brund, also 150 bbis at Iygc and iv 
bbis at lc, according to quality. These sales 
can be duplicated at the figures named. The 
receips of soap stock at this port for the week 
were 468 bbis, and of seed 2,138 bags, with none 
for export. The Southern markets for crude 
oil are steady at the advanced figures noted 
last week, namely 24c at Memphis and 23c at 
New Orleans. Seed at the latter place has been 
advancee to $9 50 per ton, 

Refined cottonseed oil took a leap downward 
during the week from 30}g0 to 28340, for prime 
summer yellow. The bearish element has been 
leading the market for some weeks, but such a 
radical change in values as noted above was 
unexpected. At the close of our last report 
some holders were disposed to be more sangu- 
ine of higher prices, but the increasing receipts 
of oil with no increase in demand, gave the 
bears a favorable opportunity for hammer- 
ing down prices and the first startling 

signal was announced on Thursday by 
the sale of a round lot of strictly prime at 29}¢c. 
This figure was accepted by a holder cf South- 
ern oiJ,and not to be outdone, other holders 
solicited business on the same terms. The first 
cheap lot was subsequently resold at a lower 
figure, and this was followed by 300 bbis prime 
changing bands on Saturday at 28%c. The 
market continued in a disturbed state on Mon 
day, and during Tuesday sellers hardly knew 
where the market stood, while buyers were 
timid about operating, as lower prices 
were freely discussed, but no offerings 
were made at the close under 
283{c. This price is only quoted for one 
or two brands, other holders having declined 
to release stocks under 20}¢c for lots of 500 bbls. 
The extreme low figures named will only con- 
tinue it is thougbt until the forced offerings 
are taken off the market and the sharp compe- 
tition ceases. Only limited quantities of prime 
oil are to be obtained at 2834c and the feeling at 
the close was such that we would not be sur- 
prised to see this figure shaded to-morrow. 
There is some anxiety over what to-morrow 
‘will bring; the mettle of buyers was tried this

afternoon by free offerings without naming a 
price, but there was no disposition to invest. 
The leading spirits of the market were intent- 
ly watching for the next move on the checker 
board and the absence of interest among trad- 
ers no doubt prevented all the supports from 
being knocked from under the weak market. 
Before the demoralization set in, about 700 bbis 
of prime changed hands at 3044@3lc, and 
several lots of lower grades at 28@29c, making 
the business of the week unusualiy active

It would look as if holders of crude sperm 
oil may be compelled to lower their views still 
further before business can result. They are 
asking 9c, which manufacturers decline to 
give, as they argue that it is out of proportion 
to other oil markets, which are ruling lower in- 
stead ot higher. The trade in refined sperm 011 
has been so dull lately that prices have gradu- 
ally settled to the revised quotations below. 

Crude whale oil is dificult to move as manu- 
facturers are not in the market and their wants 
may not be important for some time yet if the 
demand for refined continues so slow as it is at 
present. Holders of crude are hopeful and 
firm in their ideas of values, while the market 
for refined is the other way, asthe latest quo- 
tations given below will show. There have 
been no important gales of crude oil for some 
weeks and the stock on hand at New Bedford 
remains at 10,380 bbis. 

Whalebone is firmly held at $250, with fresh 
sales of Arctic bone at that figure. Holders 
are expecting better results from the market, 
and flactuations fa the near future may be a 
feature of the business. 

Menhaden fish ofl is nominally inthe same 
position as when we last wrote, with offerings 
of prime Northern at 28c but no business. The 
movement in prested grades is 80 slow, and 
consequently unsettled in price, that manufac- 
turers ure not in the market for crude. Con- 
siderable interest 1s still manifested in the lex- 
islative bill, and many inquiries are made as to 
its progress. More important matters are now 
attracting the attention of Congress, and the 
fishing interests may not come up for consid- 
eration in a long time. There is little or no 
probability that action will be taken outside of 
the committee room at this session.

Manufacturers are observing a 
umiform scale of prices,and although many 
efforts are made to break regular rates we have 
yet to hear of a single instance where buyers 
were favored with lower prices. Sellers are so 
sensitive on this point that when a sale of 25 
gravity was reported some weeks ago at 10c 
every manufacturer constituted himse.f a com- 
mittee of one to investigate the transaction, 
and so many amateur detectives were put on 
the track of ‘the buyer that he was 
forced to give all particulars and the trade 
came to the conclusion that the quality was 
weak. This incident serves to illustrate the 
firm position of the market for regular makes. 
Prime oil of 25 gravity is not to be obtained 
under 10}¢c and in a jobbing way lic is realized, 
Considerable business is done in special grades 
of 28 gravity, which command 15@léc, Thero 
is a limited outlet for 28 gravity, the produc- 
tiop of which has been greatly curtailed and 
confined chiefly to one manufacturer who still 
abKes 8c fu lots of t0 bbis. Paraffine gas oil is 
more extensively used in glass houses instead 
of dead oil. 

In the line of neutral oile improvements are 
still being made in quality, and we hear of 
another firm that is about to make thema 
specialty when the weather permits. There is 
an Offering on the market of extra cold test 32 
gravity made from Franklin stock, for which 
30cisasked. Although it was thought that 
neutral oils with a bioom were a drug on the 
market and find a slow sale, there is still a de- 
mand for them, and manufacturers find it pec- 

essary to keep astoék on hand to satisfy this 
deniand, but prices are so low that very 
little margin is realized from their sale. 
The heaviest movement is in 34 gravity bloom- 
less which commands 16@ls8c, according to 
brand. A scarcity of 37 gravity is reported but 
ita place is supplied Ly_36 gravity.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, March 2, 1886. 

The week has been characterized by a slight 
decline in values. Business at no time has been 
large, and but little interest has been mani- 
fested in the course of the market. The tend- 
ency has been downward, and a break of three 
or four cents in the near future would not be 
at all surprising. 

The monthly review of operations in the field 
is bearish in some respects. The statistical his- 
tory of February’s field work contrasted with 
that of the same month last year makes a de- 
cidedly formidable showing in favor of the 
month just passed. The complete returns from 
all the districts show a finished list of 278 wells 
Producing at the end of the month 38732 barrels 
and 38 dry holes, against #2 finished wells and 
2500 barrels new production last year, showing 
ac increase of 216 wells. There is not the same 
relative increase in production, however. As 
compared with January’s showing there is an 
increase of 8 finished wells, 575 barrels new 
production and four less dry holes. February 
bequeaths March 17 drilling wells and 15 rigs 
more than she received when January stepped 
down and out. 

In its report the Derrick says: ‘“‘Kane and 
Millerstown and Washington are responsible 
for the greatest increase, but the claims of 
Shousetown for special honors in the direction 
of preliminary work ought not to be over- 
looked, All the ulder divisions show a decline 
or at best a “stand off.” At this writing Kane 
looks like the great mischief maker, but how 
far its power to do mischief with the market 
extends is entirely problematic. March will be 
a busy month in that quarter. The success of 
the Kane oil company’s and Shirley wells was 
needed to counter- balance the failures in other 
parts of the field. The next well due is Kane 
oil company’s No. 2, lot 426; if it arrives on 
schedule time the sand ought to make its ap- 
pearance about the middle of this week. This 
well is in the direction of oil and of course less 
important than it might be on the picket line. 
With reasonably good runs March ought to 
witness the completion of 12 to 15 wells on the 
tier of small lots due north of the McDade war- 
rant. 

“Millerstown’s contribution is a conspicuous 
feature of the lower country’s returns, but the 
Pontius pool which is mainly responsible for it 
seems to be a delusion and a snare, The wells 
now finished while promising to be fairly re- 
munerative are not large, in the gusher sense, 





. and cannot wield great influence in depressing 


values, The Showalter Bros. & Hartman 2 
well is tubed and reported to be doing 65 bbis 
aday. The well is very new and these figures 
estimate possibly its first day’s output. Dale & 
Larkin’s No. 1, on the Burford farm, which 
was claimed to be showing exceptionally good, 
is through the sand and careful estimates place 
its probable producing capacity at 35 barrels. 
No lower pay streak was found. Dennison 2, 
one location nortbeast of the original gusher, 
is in the first and second pay, and quoted at 20 
barrels a day. Hughes & Ireland’s and Green- 
lee & Semple’s wells on the Dulity farm, are 
light in proportion to what was expected. It 
would seem that these, too, had cut the melon 
for all its worth. The eastern belt extention 
opens the way to the development of a territory 
that will yield a handsome percentage on the 
capital invested. The wells, however, are 
liable to be small, and its force as a market 
crusher is spent, 

“Washington county will continue to be an 


object of interest. Ten wells will probably be. 


finished during March, namely, the Johnson & 
Conroy well on the Davis farm, southwest of 
the Gordon wells. The two wells on the Lead 
lot ought to be finished. The Gantz Oil Com- 
pany’s well on the Weaver, People’s Heat and 
Light Compony’s Nos. 1 and 2, on the Hess 
stands a show of getting in. The well at Clays- 
ville is doubtless destined to be a March 
chicken. The Union’etwo wells on the Weirich 
and McGovern farms will be in and tested. The 
well on the Weirich already bears the external 
marks of a duster, being 15 feet in the Gor- 
don sand and dry so far as gone. 

“The Belmont Oil Company by a big run may 
finish their No. 2. Smith, and Pew & Emerson 
stand one chance in a hundred of fetching in a 
March well on the Manifold farm. The lesson 
to be drawn from the story of the February 
drill is anything but complimentary to the 
Washington field at large. Yet Washington in 
the Smith well has one redeeming quality and 
this fact would suggest that it is not alone, 
The Vandergrift well on the Hall farm while 
not an absolute failure is a disappointment, It 
is focated high enough on the rim of the basin 
to have met a better reception. If the north- 
east should prove so treacherous as the north- 
west Washington’s popularity will be short 
lived. 

“The Shousetown section raised a cheap 
breeze toward the close of the month. Much 
groundless fear was aroused on florid rumors 
from Shousetown, but the owners from the 
amount of work performed evidently believed 
they had got a big well. Sand was struck in 
this well not far from 1,600 feet. The sand is 
believed to be about 600 feet below tide, which 
is neither deep enough for Washington or Mt. 
Nebo, and too deep for Rochester rock. The 
capacity of the well just finished is not a mat- 
ter of public information, but it is thought 
that it will not exceed 30 barrelsaday. The 
same parties have another well near the sand 
n the same locality: Until that well is in and 


the verdict known investors will move with 
greater caution. Much that has been done 
would not have been touched were the truth 
known earlier. 

“The impression obtains generally among 
the trade that the wildcatter is especially active 
all over the country. The reverse is the case. 
It is hard to recall the time when there was so 
little genuine wildcatting as now. Clarion has 
three ventures that may be classed under this 
head, Forest county one, and that is Roess 
Bros son Dawson run. In Warren the wildcat 
artist has retired, Allegheny, Beaver and 
Green are full of gas prospectors, but 
they are always at it and seldom hit any- 
thing. Inthe Macksburg field operations are 
exceptionally active for the muddy season. In 
the month just closed 16 wells were finished 
with a new production of 320 barrels, or an 
average of 20 barrels per well. Thirty-six wells 
drilling and 18 rigs up and building; in January 
14 wells were finished and in December 10. 
Operations are most active along the south 
border, but the drill is at work in many parts 
as well.

The report had little or no effect on specula- 
tive values. 

The good work of reducing stocks continues 
to go bravely on. During the 28 short days of 
February the National Transit Company alone 
drew upon supplies in tank to the extent of 
about 410,000 bbls. The Tidewater Company 
also reduced its stocks a trifle. 

The market during the week reached its 
highest point, 805¢c, last Wednesday. Since 
then it has gradually weakened, the close to- 
night being 79c bid. Refined was reduced an 
eighth early in the week, Heavy sales were 
made at the decline. 

The Exchange will soon possess a clearing 
house of itsown. The board of directors have 
adopted a resolution looking to the establish- 
ment of a clearing system. The scheme is for 
certain members to subscribe $25,000 to place 
the clearing house on a firm basis. Plans will 
be fully matured during the week. 

According to to-day’s field advices the Painter 
well on the Reibold farm in Butler county has 
reached the sand and made several small flows. 
The production of the Thayer No 1 and the 
Dyer wells in Washington, for the 24 hours end- 
ing at 9 o’clock this morning, was 240 and 296 
bbis respectively. 

A weak and uncertain feeling prevailed when 
the market opened on Wednesday. In the West 
the sentiment was panicky. At Bradford first 
sales were made 34g¢c below New York. Ina 
short space of time oil sold at 7834c. Prices did 
not remain there long the market soon recov- 
ering to 79c. Inthe last hour there was an ad- 
vance to 8054c, the market closing weak at 
8034¢ bid at New York, Oil City and Pittsburg, 
and 8034c at Bradford, The Bradford Star does 
not take much stock in the market as the ap- 
pended paragraph willshow. ‘The trade here 
have no oil, nor will they buy it, even in the 
seventies, until the cloud in the shape of 
mysterious wells in new fields is at least partly 
cleared away. It is true that the daily produc- 
tion is not being sustained and the gap between 
runs and shipments continues to grow wider 
every day. Thesurplus stocks are gradually 
but constantly being absorbed, yet notwith- 
standing these figures the speculators in the oil 
country, where it isthe staple product, say by 
their actions that the present quotation is a 
good price for petroleum. This may be cor- 
rect in their theory, but in tampering witha 
manipulated market like the present, it seems 
not very good policy to sell more than you 
expect to produce in the seventies.”

Qualitative Detection of Fatty Oils 
in Mineral Oils. 


BY F. LUX. 

If ordinary rape oil is heated with potassium, 
sodium, or solid potassium or sodium bhydrox- 
ides, saponification ensues, which is in general 
promoted by agitation. At the temperatureof 
100 deg... and a tim: of action of about thirty 
minutes, there is formed in case of potassium, 
sodium, and sodium hydroxide some flocculent 
soap like matter; the oil, on cooling, remains 
mobile. Potassium hydroxide occasions no 
change. 

If the oil is heated for thirty minutes to 150 
deg., potassium and sodium occasion the for- 
mation of a soapy matter, and the oil remains 
thin on cooling. Potassium hydroxide yields a 
plentiful flocculent deposit which thickens the 
oil. With sodium hydroxide there is little 
deposit, a part of the soap formed diseviving in 
the oil, which thus begins slightly to gelatinize. 

If the mixture is heated. for twenty minutes 
to 200 deg., the potassium is more thickly cov- 
ered with flakes of soap, the oil remains liquid; 
sodium is similarly coated,and at the same 
time the oil begins to gelatinize on cooling. 
With the bydroxides there is abundant saponi 
ficatiou, and the oils on slightly cooling con- 


geal to turbid, tough masses. 

If submitted to a temperature of 250 deg., 
rape oil gelatinizes perfectly, even in five min- 
utes, alike with potassium, sodium and their 
oxides. This soap as it is formed dissolves at 
once, and the globules of potassium and sodium 
retain a metallic luster. In fifteen minutes 
the saponification has- progressed further, 
while in case of potassium, sodium, and 
potassium hydroxide there sets in an in- 
cipient decomposition. which is recog- 
nized by the darkening and even browning 
of the oil, The oil which is in contact with 
these three agents congeals to a brown butter- 
like mags. Oil in contact with sodium hy- 
droxide congeals to a hard yellowish white 
mass which does not darken. 


Pure mineral oils, if treated in a similar man- 
ner, turn, as a rule, rather darker, but undergo 
no perceptible change in'their state of aggre- 
gation. 

Upon these observations the author founds 
a process for detecting admixtures Of mineral 
oils with fatty oils. Forty series of experi- 
ments were made to test the method, the ma- 
terials used being rape, linseed, and olive 
oils with ordinary petroleum and _ two 
distinct lubricating oils. One of 

these latter (A) was thick, opaque, 
of a deep blackish brown color, and a 
specific gravity of 0.915 at 15 deg.; it contained 
35 per cent of hydrocarbons boiling below 350 

deg. The other (B)‘was moderately thick, trans-' 

















































































parent, of a light brownish yellow color, and 
had the specific gravity 0 905 at 15 ‘eg. It con- 
t ined only 4 per cent of oils boiling below 353 
deg. 

These oils were tested in various mixtures at 
different temperatures and for different times 
and otherwise under different conditions, and 
with the following results: 

1, The most suitable temperature is about 200 
deg., and the most suitable time about 15 min- 
utes. At temperatures below 2C0 deg the sapon- 
ification proceeds more slowly. while above 200 
deg. there begins a gradual decomposition of 
the soap which has been formed, 80 that sinall 
quantities of fatty oil may escape notice Fifteen 
minutes are necessary for very small quanti- 
ties of fatty oils, but they are quite sufficient; 
with larger quantities, from 10 per cent up 
ward, from two to five minutes are sufficient. 


2. Of the alkaline metals and the hydroxides, 
the most suitable is sodium hydroxide, and 
after this metallic sodium. The latter is mc re 
suitable for the detection of small quantities 
of fatty oils in mineral oils which containa 
large proportion of hydrocarbons boiling be- 
low 350 deg., as the anhydrous soap formed on 
ita use dissolves more readily in the volatile 
hydrecarbons than the hydrated soap for ed 
from sodium hydroxide, which at the tempera- 
ture of 200 deg. is more apt to separate out in 
flocks than to dissolve in the oil. 


8. To detect with certainty small quantities 
of fatty oil, it is better to avoid all stirring or 
shaking both during heating and cooling. On 
the one hand, the currentgpr. duced by heatiog 
suffice to bring all parts of the oil in contact 
with the sodium or the soda, and to distri- 
bute the soap which has been formed in the 
entire liquid. On the other hand, the soapy 
matter, formed when at rest, remaing more in 
connection, the jelly is more cohereut and 
tougher, while on shaking there is formeda 
more finely grained and flowing jelly, which is 
with difficulty distinguished from the real 
liquid. In a transparent oil, this half gelatin- 
ized state is more readily observed than in an 
opaque oil. 

4. Evén during the hexting it is possible to 
decide with a high degree of probability 
whether a mineral oil is free from fatty oils or 
not. 1f the fatty oil is more than 10 per cent, 
the characteristic odor of soap appears very 
distinctly during heating, and remains after 
cooling. The little bubbles ot gas or air which 
escape from the soda or the sodium and rise to 
the surface disappear at once in pure mineral 
oils. But if fatty oil is present, they remain 
for some time, as a rule even after cooling, 


since they are rendered somewhat coherent by 
the soap which is formed. 
this phenomenon is more éasily observed than

5. If in these experiments we make use of 
ordinary test tubes of 15 to 25 mm. in diameter, 
there is formed on cooling, at the surface of 
mineral oils mixed with fatty oils, distinctly 
perceptible funnel shaped depressions. 

6. The gelatinization of mineral oils contain- 
ing fatty oils takes place at rather high tempe- 
ratures. Thus an American petroleum con- 
taining 10 per cent of rape oil congeals at 190 
degrees, with five per cent at 170 deg and with 


2 per cent at 130deg. These temperatures can 
be determined only approximately.as the trane- 
it of a body from the liquid to the gelatinous 
state takes place very graduully, not within 
sharply defined limits like the transition ofa 
body from the liquid to the solidstate. Hence, 
enticing asthe prospect may seem at the first 
glance, it will scarcely be possible to found a 
method for the determination of the fatty oils 
upon the observation of the gelatinizing point. 

7. The limits of the detectibility of fatty oils 
in mineral oils are not the same for al! mineral 
oils(and perhaps also not forall fatty oils), 
but with the combinations of the oils above 
mentioned » proportion of 2 percent of fatty 
oil can be shown with absolute certainty either 
by means of cauetic sodaor sodium. 

The following method is therefore founded 
on the basis of these results: 

A. Preliminary experiment, or method for 
the detection of large quantities of fatty oil, 10 
per eent. and upward. 

Pour 5 c,c, of the sample into a test tube and 
add a fragment of caustic soda, heat to a boil 
over the nxked flame, and keep it at that tem- 
perature from onetotwo minutes. If large 
quantities of fatty oil are present, they are 
recognized by the peculiar odor. and certainly 
by the coagulation of the liquid which ensues 
on slight soonee. 

As if fatty oil is present ifs quantity is rarely 
less thad 10 per cent., the investigation will 
generally be herewith concluded, i. e.,-if the 
result is affirmative. If itis negative, we pass 
over to— 

B. Detection of smaller quantities of fatty 
oils, down to 2 per cent. 

We take two beakers of moderate size, one of 
which can be inserted in the other, so as to 
leave a distance of one to two cm. between 
their bottoms. In the larger is putso much 
melte: n that when the narrower glass is 
inse the paraffin rises a little more than 
half height in the narrow annular space be- 
tween the two. Into the inner glass is then 
poured so much paraffin that the two bodies of 
liquid rise approximately to the same height. 
In this manner there is obtained a paraffin bath 
in which an overheating of the liquids con- 
tained in the test tubes, such as there might oc- 
cur in a single beaker, is rendered impossible, 
while at the same time a perfect otservation of 
the behavior of the oil is rendered practicable. 
A thermemeter suspended in the inner beaker 
shows the temperature, which is kept at about 
200 to 210 deg.

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Wildcatting in the AHegany Field. 


The wildcatter is again invading the Allegany 
field. Some of the wells which have been ¢om- 
pleted in this fleld and which are somewhat bet- 
ter than the ordinary producer, have excited 
several parties who are not accustomed to rove 
around the country in search of the golden 
fluid. In this instance a great many Allegany 
operators are very quietly endeavoring to 
strike something rich. The most important 
wildcat in this field is that of Duke & Co., in 
Potter county, on the Brent property, one and 
one-half miles from the old Shingle house. 
They are very near the sand and the well ought 
to be in some time next week. Riley, Ailen & 
Co. have a rig up on the same property. At 
present there is one well drilling and one rig up 
ready for the drill. Riley, Alen and George 
Brent own or control considerable land in the 
vicinity of the old Brent well that is owned by 
these parties. It was sunk last spring and for 
some time threw out oil at the rate of about 16 
barrels per hour and is making to-day on an 
average of 20 barrels per day. 

The Watson & Co. wildcat at Coudersport, 
Potter covnty, proved a rank failure. They got 
110 feet of fair sand. 

On lot 25, Genesee, some unknown parties 
are sinking a wildcat way out of reach of re- 
cent developments. The well is located on the 
right hand side of the road near the pump sta- 
tion, They work only night tour on account 
of gas, which is next to impossible to get in the 
day time. 

There are several Holivar and Richburg par- 
ties talking of picking up six or eight old holes 
between the towns of Bolivar and Allentown 
and drilling them to the fourth sand to make a 
thorough test of the field. There are about 100 
wells between these two towns and extending 
about two miles south from the county line 
that were never drilled to the fourth sand. It 
is the inteation to ascertain whether deepening 
the wells to the fourth sand will benefit them.

How to Make Potash. 


Baron Ferd. von Mueller, K. C. M. G., of Vic- 
toria, writes as follows how to make potash: 
The wood, bark, branches, and foliage are burnt 
in pits sunk 3 feet or 4feetin the ground; the 
incineration is continued until the pit is almost 
filled with ashes. Young branches and leaves 
are usually much richer in potash than the 
stem-wood, hence they should not be rejected. 
The ashes thus obtained are placed in tubs or 
casks on straw over a false bottom. Cold water, 
in moderate quanties, is poured over the ashes, 
and the first strong petash liguid removed for 
evaporation in flat iron vessels, while the weak- 
er fluid is used for the lixiviation of fresh ashes. 
While the evaporation proceeds, fresh portions 
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of strong liquid are added until the concentrat- 
ed boiling fluid assumes a rather thick consist- 
ence. At last, with mild heat and final constant 
stirring, the whole is evaporated to dryness. 
This dried mass represents crude potash, more 
or less impure, according to the nature of the 
wood employed. A final heating in rough fur- 
naces is needed to expel sulphur combinations 
water, and empyoeumaticisubstances; also to 
decompose coloring principles. Thus pearlash 
is obtained. Pure carbonate of potassa in crude 
potash varies from 40 to 20 per cent. Experi- 
ments, so far as they were instituted in the 
laboratory, have given the following approxi- 
mate result with respect to the contents of pot- 
ash in some of our most common trees. The 
woods of the Casuarinas, or She-Oaks, as well 
as that of the black or silver Wattle, are some- 
what richer than the wood of the British Oak 
but far ncher than the ordinary pine woods. 
The stems of the Victorian blue gum and the 
so-called swamp tea-tree (melaleuca ericifolia) 
yield about as much potash as European beech. 
The fcliage of the blue gum proved particu- 
larly rich in this alkali, and as it is heavy and 
easily collected at the sawmills, it might be 
turned thereto auxiliary profitable acconnt, 
and, indeed, in many other spots of the ranges. 
In the Queensland coast country the mangrove 
could be made to yield potash in immense quan- 
tities. as itis richer in this alkali than almost 
any other native tree or shrub; and even if the 
mangrove were not used for the manufacture 
of potash, the ash being rich in this valuable 
fertilizer, could be easily and economically ap- 
plied for manurial purposes. Of course British 
woodmen are aware that it is hopeless to com- 
pete with the extensive mineral deposits in 
Germany, whence most of the potash of com- 
merce is now made —Forestry. 

The Standard Bedaces the Premium 

on White Sand Oils. 


The order to deduct 2 cents from the present 
premium, 10 cents, paid by the Standard Oil 
Company for white sand oil, was flashed from 
Joseph Seep to all purchasing agents last 
Wednesday. Producers, says a correspondent 
ofthe Pittsburg Dispatch, are of course in the 
dark regarding the order. They say 8 cents pre- 
mium is better than 7 and that any premium is 
better than no premium. Thatistheend of 
their knowledge. They,however,remember the 
past and conjecture as to the future. 

In endeavoring to know the motive inspiring 
this blow at the premium an oil man who has 
not been deeply engaged in the business, says 
that this premium is governed very largely by 
competition. When the Pittsburg pipe lines 
entered the field and especially after securing 
the patronage of Phillips Bros., producers 
began to think it had back-bone, and the 


Standard must have thought so too inasmuch 
as it protected its patronage by a 12% per cent. 
premium, with indications of a further ad- 
vance. But the Pittsburg lines did not secure 
sufficient encouragement to be aggressive. 

The reason was two fold: The premium was 
not equal to that of the Standard and produc- 
ers well knew that the latter’s facilities for 
transporting, storing and marketing oil are as 
nearly perfect as ingenuity and capital can 
make them. So failing to enlist the sympathy 
of producers the Pittsburg competition busi- 
ness has not been increasing and observing this 
the Standard has concluded to gradually shave 
the premium. In so farasthe Pittsburg com- 
pany was influential in causing the Standard to 
pay 12 cents premium, producers feel grate- 
ful. Yet of late years producers can express 
gratitude and view pipe line competition with 
tlfat financial coldness becoming a veteran 
shipper on competing railroads. 

This cutting of premium may be due to the 
new developments east of Karns City and Mil- 
lerstown. The Standard may be looking for a 
considerable field, in which event the general 
market would suffer. There is such a thing as 
giving the great Standard refineries tuo much 
of white sand oil without the eneouragement 
ofa premium.

The Stock Exchange Worried by the 
Petroleum Exchange. 

All is not ecstasy on the Stock Exchange. 
The Petroleum and Mining Board,which afore- 
time was wholly insignificant, has loomed up 
lately after a fashion that has bred a good deal 
of anxiety among the 1,100 gentlemen who 
hold thirty-thousand-dollar seats in the 
aristocratic old Exchange. The 1,100 
gentlemen pooh-pooh the enterprise 
and prosperity of **the Little 
Exchange,” but a hundred straws fiy 
into your face to show the wind in its true di- 
rection. It is a fact not yet well known in 
Wall street even that of the brokers who have 
lately sold their high-priced seats in the Stock 
Exchange at least a half have done so simply to 
transfer their business to the junior board, 
where membership may be had by acceptable 
men for less than a fiftieth of the cost of the 
Stock Exchange seat; and it is hinted by 
people who ought to know what they talk 
about that fully a dozen other well known 
Stock Exchange brokers are preparing to fol- 
low the example that has just been set them. 
The “Little Exchange” dees a daily stock bus- 
iness now that averages well up to a quarter of 
what is done by the Stock Exchange, and al! 
that is done represents, of course, practically 
that much loss for the Stock Exchange. 

President Simmons, of the Stock Exchange, 
frankly said to his fellow members a year ago 


re 


thatif some aggressive action were not taken 
they would discover a rival of consequence be- 
fore a long time went by. If there is one thing, 
however, that the New York Stock Exchange 
sets its face against with special sternness, that 
thing is progress. Nobody questioned President 
Simmons’ judgment, but for all that every- 
body dismissed the chilling facts that he point- 
ed out, and not a single step has been taken by 
the Exchange to protect its interests from the 
determined encroachments of “the Little Ex- 
change.” President Simmons is to entertain 
the Stock Exchange Governors at a Delmonico 
dinner some night next week, when he 
will announce his positive determination 
to sever his official connection with 
the Exchange at the close of his 
present term, ending a couple of months hence; 
and one of the President’s friends intimates 
that he may say athing or two that night 
that won’t be shaped precisely in the form of 
poetry and boundless eulogy. Mr. Simmons 
has a way of talking very much to the point, 
but possibly this friend has no authority to go 
about prophesying just at present.—New York 
Times.

The Manufacture of Rose Oil. 


Incredible prices have to be paid by German 
merchants for the costliest of all oils which 
come from the East—viz., rose vil,--and if the 
trade init is very considerable it shows that 
this oil has become indispensable for the Ger- 
man industry. An endeavor has been made to 
manufacture the oll in Germany. In 1884 the 
Leipzig firm of Schimmel & Co. tried to dist) 
rose oil out of fresh rose-leaves, securing three 
kilogrammes of this precious perfume, The 
firm then began to cultivate the rose tree ex- 
tensively in order to earry on experiments on a 
larger seale, but so far we are unaware of the 
results. Another German firm, that of Schult- 
theies Brothers, of Steinfurt, also established 
last year a distillery for rose oil out of materia! 
grown by themselves, and the experiment is 
said to have been very successful. How many 
roses the Leipzig firm consumed in producing 
three kilogrammes of o11 is not stated, but the 
Steinfurter firm has secured from twenty-six 
kilogrammes of centifolious rose-leaves sixteen 
grammes of pure oil, while twenty-five kilo- 
grammes of bourbon, remontant, and tea roses 
only gave six grammes. In consequence of the 
great care bestowed in the distillation, the Ger- 
man oil is said to far surpass the Turkish pro- 
duct, so that it will be certain to make its way 
in the market. The perfume of the German oi 
is much superior to that of the rose oil ordi 
narily sold.—London Grocer.

Provisions of the Hewitt Tariff Bill. 


As many readers of the REPORTER have been 
making inquiries concerning the nature of 
Mr. Hewitt’s tariff bill to modify existing laws 
relating to duties on imports and the collec- 
tion of revenue, which is now before the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, we publish here- 
with all the clauses of the measure pertaining 
to the different trades represented by the RE- 
PORTER. We are under obligations to Mr. 
Hewitt and Mr. James for copies of both tariff 
bills which have been introduced. Two weoks 
ago we published the salient points of Mr. 
Morrison’s bill, and below will be found the 
changes proposed by Mr. Hewitt:— 

“Sec. 2491. All persons are prohibited from 
importing into the United States from any for- 
eign country any obscene book, pamphlet, 
paper, writing, advertisement, circular, print, 
picture, drawing, or other representation, fig- 
ure, or image on or of paper or other material, 
or any cast, instrument or other article of an 
immoral nature, or any drug or medicine, or 
any article whatever, for the prevention of 
conception or for causing unlawful abortion. 
No invoice or package whatever, or any part 
of one, in which any such articles are con- 
tained shall be admitted to entry; and all in- 
voices and packages whereof any such articles 
shall compose a part are liable to be proceeded 
against, seized and forfeited by due course of 
law. Allsuch prohibited articles in the course 
of importation shall be detained by the officer 
of customs, and proceedings taken against the 
same as prescrived in the following section: 
Provided, That the drugs hereinbefore men- 
tioned, when imported in bulx and not put up 
for any of the purposes hereinbefore specified, 
are excepted from the operation of thissection: 
And provided further, That if it be shown to 
the satisfaction of the collector of customs and 
the naval oflicer (if there be one) that such pro- 
hibited articles were put into such packages by 
accident or innocent design, the remaining 
portion of the goods covered by the invoice 
shall be admitted to entry.” 

“Sec. 2199. On all articles manufactured 
from two or more materials, not otherwise 
enumerated or provided for in the schedules 
of duties in this the duty shall

be assessed at the highest rate at 
which the component material of chief 





value may be chargeable; and the words ‘com- 
ponent material of chief value shall mean the 
component of principal cost in the article; and 
if any non-enumerated articles resemble those 
on the ‘free list’ and in the manufacture of 
such articles no dutiable materials are used, 
they shall be free of duty.” 

Seo. 2502. Schedule A— Chemical Products— 
Strike out from this schedule the words ‘‘dis- 
tilled spirits containing fifty per centum of 
anhydrous alcohol, one dollar per gallon;” also 
strike out the words “alcohol containing nine- 
ty-four per centum anhydrous alcohol, two 
dollars per gallon.”—[Tariff, paragraphs 101, 
102, 103.] 

Schedule B—Earthenware and Glassware.— 
The tenth clause of this schedule, relating to 
“green and colored glass bottles,” and so forth, 
ishereby amended so that it shall be as fol- 
lows: 

“Green and colored glass bottles, vials, demi- 
johns, and carboys—covered or uncovered— 
pickle or preserve jars, and other plain, mold- 
ed, or pressed green and colored bottle glass, 
not cut, engraved, or painted, and not specially 
enumerated or provided for in this act, one 
cent per pound; if filled, and not otherwise in 
this act provided for, and the contepts are 
subject toan ad valorem daty, or toa rate of 
duty based on their value, the value of such 
bottles, vials, or other vessels shall be added to 
the value of the contents for the ascertainment 
of the dutiable value of the latter; but if filled, 
and not otherwise provided for, and the con- 
tents are not subject te an ad valorem duty or 
toa rate of duty based on their value, they 
shall pay a duty of one cent per pound in ad- 
dition to the duty, if any, on their contents.””"— 
(Tariff, paragraph 133, 

The eleventh clause of this schedule, relating 
to “flint and lime glass bottles,’ and so forth, 
is hereby amended so that it shall be as follows: 
—[Tariff, paragraph 134.] 

“Flint and lime glass bottles and viala, and 
other plain, molded, or pressed flint or lime 
glassware, not specially enumerated or pro- 
vided for in this act, forty per centum ad valo- 
rem; if fiiled, and not otherwise in this act 
provided for, and the contents are subject to 
an ad valorem duty, or to a rate of duty based 
on their value, the value Of such flint or lime 
glass bottles or vials,‘or other vessels of like 
materia] above provided for, shall be added to 

the value of the contents for the ascertainment 
of the dutiable value o the latter; but if 
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filled, and not otherwise provided for, and the 

contents are not subject to anad valorem duty. 

or to a rate of duty based on their value, they 
shall pay a duty of forty per centum ad valo- 
rem in addition to the duty, if any, on their 
contents.” 

THE FREE LIST. 

Sec. 2508. [Substituted for sec. 2505, R.8,] 
Strike out the clause in this section commenc- 
ing with the words “articles the growth, pro- 
duce, and manufacture of the United States,’ 
and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

“Articles the growth, produce and manufac- 
ture of the United States, when returned after 
having been exported, without having been 
advanced in yalue by any process of manufac- 
ture, or by labor thereon. Casks, barrels, car- 
boys, bags, and other vessels of American man- 
ufacture exported filled with American pro- 
ducts, or exported empty and returned filled 
with foreign products, including shooks when 
returned as barrels or boxes; but proof of the 
identity of such articles shall be made, under 
general regulations to be prescribed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury; and if any such ar- 
ticles are subject to internal tax at the time of 
exportation, such tax shall be proved to have 
been paid before exportation,and not refunded: 
Provided, That this clause shail not include any 
article upon which an allowance of drawback 
has been made, the reimportation of which is 
hereby prohibited except upon payment of 
duties equal to the drawbacks allowed.”"—[Tar- 
iff, paragraphs 649a to 649d.) 

Add to the clause in this section relating to 
“soapstocks” so that the clause as amended will 
read as follows: 

“Boap stocks, fitonly for use as such.” —[Tar- 
iff, paragrph 790.) 

Sec. 2. That section seven of the act approved 
March 8, 1883, entitled “*An act to reduce inter- 
nal revenue taxation, and for other purposes,” 
is hereby amended so that it shall be as follows: 

“Bec 7. That sections twenty-nine hundred 
and seven and twenty-nine hundred and eight 
of the Revised Statutes of the United States, 
and section fourteen of the act entitled ‘An act 
to amend the customs-revenue laws, and to re- 
peal moieties,’ approved June 22, 1874, be. and 
the same are hereby, repealed; and hereafter 
none of the charges imposed by said sections 
shall be estimated in ascertaining the value of 
goods to be imported, but the dutiable value of 
imported goods shall be their actual market 
value or wholesale price, in the condition iu 
which they are ready for shipment to the 
United States, in the principal markets of the 
country whose markets determine the dutiable 
value; and from the dutiable value thus deter- 
mined there shall be a deduction of one percen- 
tum to cover the cost of transportatin and pack- 
ing: Provided,however,That invoice value shall 
te held to include whatever the invoice shows 
to be the cost or value of the merchandise in 
the vondition ia which it is ready for shipment 
to the United Stetes: And provided further, 
That if there be used {for covering or holding 
imported merchandise any material or article

portation; and that, subject to the restrictive 
provisions of this section and of section eleven, 
duties shall not be assessed upon an amount 
leas than the invoice value of the merchandise, 
or on Ices than the entered value if such value 
be greater than the invoice value; and the last 
sentence in section twenty-nine hundred of the 
Revised Statutes is amended to agree here- 
with,” 

Sco, 3. That section eight of the act of March 
third, eighteen hundred and eighty-three, en- 
titled “An act to reduce internal revenue tax- 
ation, and for other purposes,” amending sec- 
tion twenty-eight hundred and forty-one of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States, is hereby 
further amended so that said section of the 
Revised Statutes shall be as follows: 

“Sec. 2841. Whenever merchandise imported 
into the United States is entered by invoice, 
one of the following declarations, according to 
the nature of the case, shall be filed with the 
collector of the port, at the time of entry, by 
the owner, importer, coi™fnee, or agent: Pro- 
vided, That if any of the invoices or bills of 
lading of any merchandise imported in any one 
vessel, which should otherwise be embraced in 
said entry, have not been received at the date 

of the entry, the declaration may state the 
fact, and thereupon such merchandise of 
which the invoices or bills of lading are not 
produced shall not be included in such entry, 
but may be entered subsequently.” 

Sec. 4. That any person who shall knowingly 
make any false or untrue statement in the dec- 
larations herein provided for, or shali aid or 
procurethe making of any such false state- 
mentastoany matter material thereto, shall 
be deemed guilty of felony, and, on conviction 
thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not less 


‘than two thousand dollars, and ‘by {mprison- 
ment at hard labor not more than five years. 

Bec. 5. That sections twenty-nine hundred 
and seventy and twenty-nine hundred and 
eighty-three of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States are hereby amended so that the 
same shall be, respectively, as follows: 

“Sec. 2970. Any merchandise deposited in 
bond in any public or private bonded ware- 
house may be withdrawn for consumption 
within three years from the date of original 
importation, on payment of the duties and 
charges to which it may be subject by law at 
the timeof such withdrawal: Provided, That 
nothing herein shall affect or impair existing 
provisions of Jaw in regard to the disposal of 
perishable or explosive articles.” 

“Bec. 2083. In no case shall there be any 
abatement of the duties or alluwance made for 
any injury, damage, or deterioration sustained 
by any merchandise while deposited in any 
public or private bonded warehouse: Provided, 
That the duty assessed on merchandise with- 
drawn from any such warehouse shall be as- 
sessed on the quantity withdrawn therefrom et 
the time of such withdrawal; but no greater 
allowance for leakage or evaporation of wines, 
liquors, and distilled spirits shall be made than 
is or may be allowed by law on domestie spirits 
or wines in bond: And provided further, That 
nothing in this section as amended shall restrict 
or in any way affect the liability of the propri- 
etors of bonded warehouses on their bonds: 
And provided further, That nothing herein 
shall restrain or limit the exercise of the 
authority conferred on the Secretary of the 
Treasury by section twenty-nine hundred and 
eighty-four of the Revised Statutes.” 


Sec. 6. That sections 2770, 2799, 2800, 2801, 
2803, and 8058 of the Revised Statutes be amend- 
ed to read as follows: 

“Sec. 2770. It shall not be lawful to make 
entry of any vessel which shall arrive within 
the United States from sny foreign port, or of 
the cargo on board such vessel, elsewhere than 
at one of the ports of entry designated in 
chapter one of this title, nor to unlade the 
cargo, or any part thereof, elsewhere than at 
one of the ports of delivery therein designated, 
except that in cases of cargoes in bulk the col- 
lector may, by special permit, allow the same 
to be unloaded at any point in his collection 
district to be designated, under the supervision 
of an inspector of customs, on payment by the 
importer of the necessary expenses of such 
inspector, and the United States appraiser and 
gauger or measurer, as the case may be: Pro- 
vided, That every port of entry shall be alsoa 
port of delivery. This section shall not pre- 
vent the master or commander of any vessel 
from making entry with the collector of any 
district in which such vessel may be owned, or 
from which she may have sailed on the voyage 
from which she shall then have returned.” 


“Sec. 3058. All merchandise imported into 
the United States shall, for the purpose of this 
title, be deemed and held to be the property of 
the person to whom the merchandise may be 
consigned; but the holder of any bill of lading 
consigned to order and properly indorsed shall 
be deemed the consignee thereof; and in case 
of the abandonment of any merchandise to the 
underwriters, the latter shall be held to be the 
consignee.” 

8ec.7. hat authority is hereby given to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, in his discretion, to 
dispense whenever expedient with the tripli- 
cate invoices and consular certificates now 
required by sections twenty-eight hundred and 
fifty-three, twenty-eight hundred aud fifty- 
four, and twenty-eight hundred and fifty five 
of the Revised Statutes of the United States; 
and triplicate invoices and consular certificates 
shall in no case be required when the value of 
the merchandise shipped by any one consignee 
or in any one vessel, at one and the same time, 
does not exceed one handred dollars; and the 
Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized 
and requested to make such regulations in re- 
gard to invoices and consular certificates as in 
his Judgment the public interest may require. 


Sec, 8. That all fees exacted and oaths ad- 
ministered by officers of the customs, under or 
by virtue of existing laws of the United States, 
upon the entry of imported goods and the 
passing thereof through the customs, and also 
upon all entries of domestic goods, wares, and 
merchandise for exportation, be, and the same 
are hereby abolished: Provided, That where 
such fees, under existing laws, constitute, in 
whole or in part. the compensation of any 
officer, such officer shall receive, from 
and after the passage of this act, a 
fixed sum for each year equal to the 
amount of such compensation received by him 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1883, or a pre- 
Portionate amount for any part of a year. 

Sec.9. On all articles exported on and after 
the passage of this act, and entitled to draw- 
back under sections three thousand and nine- 
teen and three thousand and twenty, and three 
thousand and twenty-one of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States and under section 
ten of the act of February 8, 1875, entitled “An 
act to amend existing customs and internal 
revenue laws, and for other purposes,’’ there 
shall be allowed a drawback equal to the duty 
paid on the materials named and described in 
said laws, without retention of any part there- 
of;but proof of the landing of the merchandise 
abroad shall be required, as is now required by 
law for exportations of merchandise directly 
from the custody of officers of the customs: 
Provided, however, That where the amount of 
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drawback is less than one hundred dollars, the 
fees of the United States consuls for certifying 
the foreign-landing certificate shall not exceed 
fifty cents; and all provisions of law inconsist- 
ent herewith are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 10. ‘That after'an entry of merchandise 
shall be finally adjusted, the decision of a col- 
lector of customs fixing the rate and amount 
of duties upon such merchandise, as ascer- 
tained by the liquidation of the entry thereof, 
shall be fina) and conclusive upon the Govern- 
ment, except in case of fraud, and upon all 
others beneficially interested therein, unless 
protest and appeal are taken and suit is com- 
menced in the manner and under the condi- 
tions prescribed by section twenty-nine hun- 
dred and thirty-one of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States: Provided, however, That 
the final ascertainment and statement of duties 
on the import entry by the collector ard naval 
officer (if any) shall be regarded as the liquida- 
tion; and that before or after protest or appeal 
or in the absence of protest in any case, the 
entry may, within one year, be reliquidated by

Sec. 11. That section twenty-nine hundred 
and twenty-seven of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended by the addition of the follow- 
ing words thereto: 

“No allowances for damage to fruits or other 
perishable goods, wares and merchandise im- 
ported into the United States shali hereafter be 
allowed in the estimation of duties thereon, ex- 
cept ar to seeds, and such other commodities as 
in the judgment of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury do not admit of convewient separatiun by 
package or piece; but the importer thereof may 
abandon to the Government all or any portion 
of goods, wares and merchandise of the charaoc- 
ter last mentioned included in any invoice, and 
be relieved from the payment of the duties on 
the portion so abandoned: Provided, That the 
portion so abandoned shall amount to ten per 
centum or over of the total value of the in- 
voice.” 

Sec. 12, That upon all goods, wares and mer- 
chandise imported and entered for warehouse 
in bond, on and after , there shall be 
paid to the collector, at the time of entry, a 
sum equal to one-half of one per centum of the 
estimatei duties payable upon such goods, 
wares and merchandise, which charge of one- 
half of one per centum shall be in addition to 
and no part of the import duties chargeable 
upon such goods, wares and merchandise. The 
receipts from such additional charge as herein 
Provided shall be separately and distinctly ac- 
counted for by collectors and other officers re- 
ceiving the same, and shall be designated aud 
known as the “customs warehouse fund,” and, 
as collected, placed to the credit of the Treas- 
urer of the United States; and thereafter no 
assessment shall be made upon the warehouse- 
men for the services of storekeepers. 

That in all cases where bonds shall be 
entered into, with the concurrence or by the 
direction of the Secretary of the Treasury, for 
the due performance of any order, matter, or 
thing, or for the security of the revenue, under 
the provisions of title thirty-four of the Re- 
vised Statutes, and amendments thereto, such 
bonds shall be valid in law; and upon breach of 
any of the conditions thereof may be sued and 
proceeded upon in like manner as any other 
bond authorized or required by statute. 

Sec. 14. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall grant permission to any firm, individual, 
or corporation to withdraw from bond alcohol, 
or any spirits containing alcohol, subject to 
internal revenue tax, in specified quantities of 
not less than three hundred proof galluns, 
without the payment of the internal revenue 
tax on the same, or on the spirits from which it 
may have been distilled, for the sole purpose 
of use in such industrial pursuits as shall be 
specified in the permit issued by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, under such regulations and 
requirements as to stamps, bonds, and other 
security and safeguards, by methylation or 
otherwise, as shall be prescribed by the Com- 
missioner ot Interna) Revenue, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury: Pro- 
vided, That any person who sball sell, use, or 
willfully permit the use of spirits withdrawn 
under this act for any other purpose than that 
specified herein shall, for each offense be fined 
not less than five hundred nor more than five 
thousand dollars, and be imprisoned for not 
less than six months nor more than two years: 
And provided further, That any violation of 
the rules and regulations made by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval 
of the Secrstary of the Treasury, in conformity 
with this act, shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than fifty nor more than one hundred dol- 
lars for each offense. 
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Manufacture of Sulphuric Acid. 


The economical manufacture of sulphuric 
acid does not require great chemical knowl- 
edge, but close attention and tact are required. 
The acid is either derived from the fumes of 
burning sulphur or from roasting either iron or 
copper pyrites. As arsenical pyrites are fre- 
quently found, the fumes from burning the 
sulphuretg of iron or copper are sometimes 
poisoned by arsenious acid, which is not pres- 
ent generally in so large an amount as to affect 
plant life. Since on the large scale the pyrites 
acid can be made more cheaply, after the ex- 
pensive manufacturing plant is once erected, 
and while the fires are kept up for a year or 


more ata time without the addition of any- 
thing but the raw material, the waste copper 
has an added value after removing thesulphur, 
hence these pyrites plants are destined to be 
used more extensively. Still there are many 
important questions in economy which are not 
yet answered in a manner satisfactory to man- 
ufacturers, andin the present depressed price 
of the article new inventions are not being de- 
veloped. 

The acid from sulphur will always be re- 
quired for manufacturing, chemical ‘and 
pharmaceutical purposes, since the one busi- 
ness of soda water alone requires thousands of 
carboys a week, and the suspicion of an argen- 
ical taint would ruin a soda manufacturer's 
occupation. 

The pyrites are burned in a series of roasting 
furnaces, when properly made, set in brick and 
detached many feet from wood. The furnaces 
are charged at the top with the rock every few 
hours, night and day, for a series of months, 
the sulphuret supplying its own fuel, and the 
metallic waste is drawn out at the bottom. One 
of the very latest burner houses has a tile 
roof, resting on slats, supported by trusses of 
heavy timber reaching from wall to wall. Very 
often the burner-house itself is frame, but in 
all cases it should be brick and detached. When 
sulphur is used as the source of acid, it is 
thrown on a flat hearth, called “the sole,”’ 
heated underneath by a coal fire. In éfther 
process nitrate of soda is placed ih a cast-iron 
pot, in order that the nitrous acid fumes may 
mingle with the sulphurous gas. Chemists wil 
explain the action of the nitrate of soda as 
giving out various items, with a waste product 
of sulphate of soda, but generally manufactur- 
ers insist that its presence cannot be fully ex- 
plained, since it only acts as a reagent or a 
middle-man, hastening the conversion of sul- 
phurous acid fumes into sulphuric acid. In a 
few cases the fumes pass into a small receiving 
chamber, but rarely directly into the large acid 
chambers, through large lead tubes or irom 
pipes lined internally with fire brick. The fire 
hazard of the use of direct lead pipes consists 
in the thinning of the pipes by gradual action 
of nitrous acid, until minute holes allow the 
escape of hot gases upon the wooden slats or 
jacket used to support the pipe. 

The customary method is to employ the 
Glover tower for the reception of the fumes 
trom the burner; but if this is filled with coke, 
as in one famous instance, the gases raised to a 
temperature of several hundred degrees will 
ignite the fuel, causing a destructive fire, In 
all cases the “tower” should be filled with 
quartz blocks or imported fire brick. The ac- 
tion of these blocks is to retard the rapid cur- 
rent of gaseous vapor and to hasten the pro- 
cesses of condensation and of transformation 
of the various chemical atoms, 

The receiving chambers are constructed of 
lead, and generally in the same building as the 
burners and towers; but prudent manufactur- 
ers now build the chamber-houses one hundred 
feet distant,with a large leaden pipe to conduct 
the gases from the tower iato the chamber. In 
a few cases the buildings are brick, but in the 
majority of instances the construction is en- 
tirely frame. Since the manufacturers can 
take down their old chambers and can receive 
new lead plates at only the expense of reroll- 
ing, there ls a general representation of the 
possibility of large salvage in case a lead cham- 
ber was destroyed by fire; but the experience 
of underwriters is that the lead melts down and 
flews into the ground, and little saving is 
made. 

The chambers are generally constructed 
either as a series of closed rooms, communi- 
cating with one another by conduits eighteen 
inches in diameter, or, in some English acids 
works, lead curtains reach almost to the floor, 
causing the gas to pass bebind one drop after 
the other. Steam is admitted into these cham- 
bers, and the well-known avidity of the sulphur 
gases for water results in the deposit of the 
acid in liquid form, where its density is meas- 
ured by the Baume graduated scale—chamber 
acid varying from 46 deg. to 50 deg. 

From the ehambers the waste gases are gen- 
erally returned to a Gay-Lussac tower for 
saving the nitrate, where they are met by 
sprays of acid and washed down. Formerly 
this resulted in so great a saving that only 
eight per cent of the nitrate was used, and now 
some enthusiastic men 3lnim they bave reduced 
the proportion to two per cent, but better 
chemists claim some factors in the problem 
have been overlooked, and that three and a 
half per cent is very good economy. 

This matter is of interest to underwriters, for 
it indicates the closeness of economy in manu- 
facture and the degree of success attained in 
business during the present low price of com- 
mercial acid. Then, too, the purity of the air 
sur! ounding the chambers is an important indi- 
cation, for if one cannot pass by the leaden 
rooms without a stifling feeling and frequent 
coughing, and the manager says thisis una- 
voidable, it should occasion no surprise that 
fire walls are imperfectly built and fail to pass 
through roofs, as is frequently found in un- 
skilled management. 

The hazards of the business consist much 
more in littie things than in the peculiarities of 
manufacture. In no clags of business offered 
to insurance companies is it more important to 
investigate the moral hazard, both with regard 
to“the friction of the pocket-book” and re- 
specting the care taken to maintain friendly 
relations with the residents of the neighbor- 
hood, Acid works can be & marked nuisance 
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causing their banishment from any settlement, 
or they can be so conducted as to be compara- 
tively inoffensive. Asa rule,they stand rather 
isolated, and the work is conducted day, and 
night by a few men,who can receive little prac- 
tical assistance from outside. Of course, there 
are exceptions, where sulphuric acid mannfac- 
ture is carried on in substantial brick build- 
ings, with burner and boiler houses almost 
fireproof and enjoying the protection of an 
organized and well-drilled fire brigade, with 
ample fire appliances, and also promptly reach- 
ed by a public fire department. 


The handling of the manufactured acid is 
another very serious consideration. Often it is 
shipped in carboys which are packed within the 
works, and the hay bazard ought to increase 
the rate. A still safer plan is the reception of 
the acid into astrong iron egg, lined within, 
whence by pneumatic pressure it is forced to 
distant works, barges, movable or stationary 
tanks, whence it is drawn off through pipes 
without any human handling, 


The dangerous use of oily waste at pumps is 
altogether too frequent, for the workmen do 
not seem to be well trained machinests, and 
they have too much faith in the counteracting 
power of acid, and begin to think there is no 
danger when they find a piece wood, long satu- 
rated with acid until it has largely lost its 
fibrons character,cannot be burned even under 
the boilers. 


The question of lighting is one of the most 
serious matters, and the incandescent electric 
light has not yet been introduced from fear 
that the destructive fumes of sulphur would 
quickly destroy the insulation. . For an exhibi- 
tion of poor lamps and of lanterns imperfectly 
constructed and wretchedly guarded we may 
well turn to acid works. For that matter, lan 
tern menufacturers have not yet done them- 
selves much credit in offering a lantern for the 
use of workmen which is safe, convenient and 
brilliant; but this matter cannot be treated 
now. 

Storage is an important item. Generally, the 
lead chambers are in buildings forty-five to 
fifty feet high, the timbers resting on high 
brick piers, and the ground floors being either 
earth or plank. The notion prevailed at one 
time that economy required lofty and large 
rooms, but this is now conceded to be an error, 
and the considerabie elevation from the ground 
can only be ascribed to the facilities for draw- 
ing off the acid by gravity. Prudent manufac- 
turers are now requiring the space under the 
lead chambers to be left entirely vacant, but 
the chamber house is apt to be a conglomera- 
tion in the basement of a carpenter shop, ma- 
chine shop, storehouse for sulpbur, and a con- 
venient receptac'e for lumber, old and unused 
machinery, workmen’s clothing, empty wagon 
and almost anything which cannot be placed 
more conveniently elsewhere, and sometimes a 
large heap of bags of nitrate of soda. 


Asarule, underwriters have waged a very 
successful warfare against nitrate of soda, and 
probably the strongest chemical firm in Phila- 
phia now switches a car over a brick vault, 
mainly underground, and empties the bags 
tbrough a scuttle. Nitrate of sodain bulk iu 
brick buildings occasions no harm, and one 
superintendent says he manufactured powder 
in the interior or Pennsylvania and handled 
hundreds of tons of nitrate of soda without the 
least anxiety. This was used in making “giant 
powder,” since saltpeter was too expensive. 
Yet it is in the bags that the main danger ap- 
pears to lie. They are generally the perquisite 
of the superintendent, who formerly obtained 
seven centsa bag,then half that price, and 
now only two cents, Then, too, less nitrate is 
used in more ecopomical manufacturing, and 
for the pittance of four cents a day the super- 
intendent will wash the bags, dry them as best 
he can, and pile them in nitrate of soda store- 
rooms or in some frame outhouse. When the 
attention of the proprietors is called to tbis 
matter, they nearly always orderthe bags to be 
thrown into the river as soon as emptied. 

One manager, whose whole place is a model 
of neatness, says there is no danger from 
nitrate of soda kept in bulk on a brick floor, 
within brtck walls, and under a tile roof. But 
it strongly resembles galtpeter in chemical con- 
atitution, and if a fire is communicated to the 
bags and water is thrown thereon. a severe ex- 
plosion will result. Incidently, attention must 
here be called to the use of nitrate of soda by 
fertilizer mixers producing damp goods and an 
inferior fertilizer. These manufacturers often 
store nitrate of soda in frame buildings as 
carelessly os they do kanite, sulphate of lime, 
or any barmless article. 


The model acid works will be built of brick 
buildings with brick or cement floors, on the 
ground; thesteam boiler and burner houses 
will each be detached, The burner plant will 
be bullt entirely free from the buildings, with 
commodious space on all sides, and the fumes 
will be received in a lined brick chamber be- 
before passing into the Glover tower, which 
will be a distinct structure. ‘Lhe brick chamber 
houses will not exceed thirty-five feet in height 
and will be fully detached. All roofs will have 
a framework of iron slats on iron trusses, the 
whole being well treated with an asphalt coat- 
ing. The slates will be wired to the iron 
slats with fine copper wire. The 
location will be within corporate 
mits, affording the protec‘ion of a public fire 
department, and there will be a private fire 
Pump with constant steam snpply, a liberal 
arrangement of private bydrants, good supply 
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of rubber hose on running reels, liberal sup- 
ply of filled fire pails, a private brigade drilled 
twice a month, and anample water supply in- 
dependent of that afforded through corporation 
hydrants. In addition tonight workmen, there 
will be a patrolman sending in signals from 
regular stations to a district telegraph station 
or to an electric clock. Lighting will be done 
by incandescent lights in chamber-houses and 
arc lights in burner-houses. Such acid works 
might not contribute heavy premiums to in- 
surance companies, neither would they greatly 
endanger contiguous property, but under- 
writers would find them decidedly more profit- 
ablethan under present arrangements. 
Neither are these ideas Utopian, for some of 
these favorable conditions can be found in 
various works, and the model construction In 
the future will combine the various elements 
conductive to safety.—Insurance World. 
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Burmah as a Drug Country. 


In the great forest of Sarawaadi, and in most 
of the wooded Cistricts situated above the 
overflow line of the rivers, copals, mastic and a 
variety of other gums may be obtained, witha 
little intelligent “prospecting,”.in very large 
quantities, and some years ago when a Burmese 
Embassy was visiting this country, the chief 
eavoy brought over amongst other specimens, 
some pieces of bark broken very small, but ap- 
parently derived from some species of cinchona 
which, upon analysis, yielded no less than 12.2 
per cent of alkaloids, the quinine making up 
8.64 out of the above percentage. 


Anthelmintic products appear to be particu- 
larly abundant, as the Burmese forests include 
amongst their treasures the Melanorrhoa 
usittatissima, a fine tree, all parts of which 
exude a viscous, balsamic fluid, which 
when fresh, is of a greyish tint, but 
when exposed to the oxidizing influences 
of air and light quickly changes to a 
deep black color. On distillation it yields, 
besides resins, a light oil, with an odor some- 
thing between that of turpentine and styrax, 
which appears to possess great solvent powers 
for many solvent powers for many resins add 
gums. The natives mix the fresh juice witha 
fine kind of clay. and administer the mixture 
for the dislodgment of tape-wurm, and also the 
round “lumbricoides.” For the smaller kind 
of worms, kis-s08, the powdered seeds of the 
Quisqualis Indica, are much used. They have 
been but slightly noticed by Europeans, but are 
said to contain a crystalline principle, prob- 
ably aglucoside. 

A peculiar fungus Polyporus anthelminticas 
—is another of the antnelmintics in great favor 
with the Burmese, and a fourth is the Holarr- 
hena Antidysenterica, also bearing a good 
reputation in cases of intestinal and other 
hemorrhage. The seeds of this plant isthe 
part chiefly used, 

The bark of;the Mudar—Calotropis gigantea 
—so largely employed asa remedy for various 
cutaneous affections, animal bites, epilepsy, 
etc.. is also to be had in Burmah., as well as the 
Indian remedy for riogworm—Tong-Pang- 
Chang—Rhbinacanthus communis. A number 
of native remedies also want looking into 
critically, nothing in the least degree defivite 
being known about them,—British and Col- 
onial Druggtst. 
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Separation of the Cinchona Alka- 
loids.

For the determiping of the quinine in the 
mixture of alkaloids obtained by extraction, 
the author places at least 0.5 gram in a beaker, 
and dissolves it at a gentle heat by the addition 
of a minimum of very dilute acetic acid in 30 to 
40 c.c. of water. When the solution is cold, it 
is filtered intoa tared beaker, the filter vare- 
fully washed, and the filtrate neutralized with 
avery dilute sodalye. If any insvluble sub- 
stance separates out, the liquid is filtered 
through the smallest possible filter, and the fil- 
trate is mixed with a euitable proportion ofa 
solution of sodium oxalate saturated at 18 deg. 
One oc. c. is required for every 0.1 gram 
of the mixture of alkaloids taken for 
analysis. The liquid is evaporated on the 
water bath down to 8 or 10 grms., until a dis- 
tinct separation takes place on eooling. From 
10 to 15 c.c. of water are then added to the con- 
tents of the beaker, and the whole is stirred 
until the smeary mass which separated out 
along with the precipitate of oxalate is com- 
pletely dissolved. The beaker is then set aside 
for three hours at 18 deg., stirring frequentiy. 
The weight of the contents ot the beaker is de- 
termined, the precipitate is filtered upon a 
double filter, washed several times, with the aid 
ofa filter pump, with a solution of quinine 
oxalate saturated at 18 deg., rinsed with 50 c.c. 
of a saturated solution of quinine oxalate into 
a@ capacious flask, well shaken for 15 to 20 min- 
utes, and set aside for two hours at 18 deg., 
shaking from time totime. The precipitate is 
coilected upon a double filter, which has been 
dried at 110 deg., and weighed and washed with 
a saturated solution of quinine oxalate, using 
afilter pump. The moist filter with the pre- 
cipitate is weighed between watch glasses to 
ascertain the quantity of the saturated solution 
of quinine oxalate contained in it, dried for 
hours, and weighed again. Iffor every grm of 

the difference ef weight ascertained (quantity 





of water of the saturated solation of quinine’ 
oxalate) we deduct 000069 grm. from the ob- 
tained quantity of dry quinine oxalate, we 
obtain the quantity of the precipitated quinine 
oxalate. If the latter is subtracted from the 
ascertained weight of the contents of the beak- 
er, we find the weight of the mother liquor. By 
multiplying its weight in grms. with 0°000é4, 
we obtain the quantity of the quinine oxalate 
which remains in solution in the mother liquor, 
which must then be added as a correction to 
the weight of the separated salt. One grm. 
quinine oxalate represents 0°878 grm, quinine, 
In the determination, the above mentioned 
temperature must be carefully adhered to, as 
even small fluctuations of heat produce con- 
siderable differences in the results. If the total 
quantity of the alkaloids contains only 20 per 
cent of quinine, the separation of the oxalate 
sometimes only begins after two or three hours 
For the complete separation of the quinine ox- 
alate.it is important to stir the liquid frequent- 
ly. Ifthe quinine is less than 20 per cent of 
the total alkaloids, this method is not applica- 
ble.—Archiv der Pharmacie and Zeitschrift fur 
Analyt.

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Hopeine or Morphine.? 


During the last few months several notices 
have appeared in German journals onthe ex- 
istence of an alkaloid in some kinds of hops. 
This substance has been described as possessing 
narcotic properties in some respects analogous 
to those of morphine, and as having been ob- 
tained in the largest amount from the wild bop 
of America. In the Chemiker Zeitung of 6th 
January last, Dr. W. Williamson published a 
paper dated from London, in which he an- 
nounced the discovery of this alkaloid, and 
described its characteristics, giving also an ac” 
count of the method by which he had obtained 
it. In the following number of the same jour- 
nal he gave the composition of this alkaloid, to 
which he assigned the name “hopeine,” and 
stated that according to his analysis it has the 
formula C,sHgNO, + H,0 when crystallized 
from strong alcohol. Several of the salts were 
described at the sdme time, such as the sul- 
phate, acetate, hydrochlorate and hydriodate. 
According to this account, the alkaloid ap- 
peared to be readily susceptible of decomposi- 
tion, becoming slightly yellow when heated in 
contact with air,and when moistened with al- 
cohol ané warmed, assuming a brownish color 
at a temperature of from 80 deg. to 90 deg. C. 
Avery characteristic odor resembling that of 
lupulin was said to be recognizable when the 
alkaloid was separated frem its compounds, but 
Dr. Williamson expressed the opinion that this 
odor was due to some product of decomposition 
and nota character of the alkaloid itself. The 
physiological properties of hopeine were de- 
scribed as differing from, though analogous to, 
those of morphine. The narcotic action was 
most marked, and hopeine was stated to be 
more poisonous than morphia whsn injected 
subcutaneously. The antiseptic action of the 
alkaloid was also mentioned as being very 
marked. 

The attention of French physiologists appears 
to have been directed to this substance, and in 
order to experiment it supplies have been pro- 
cured through various channels. It may be 
presumed that these were all derived from the 
Concentrated Produce Company, to which Dr. 
Williamson has entrusted the sale of the 
article. In one instance a quantity 
supplied by Messrs. Christy to M. Adri- 
an in Paris, were examined by Dr. 
Bardet in the laboratory of the Cochin Hospita) 
in Paris. On opening the bottle a distinct odor 
ig stated by him to have been observed, closely 
resembling that of oil of wintergreen. A small 
quantity of the substance placed upon the 
tongue, bad a bitter, nauseous taste, and pro- 
duced a very marked sense of burning, sug- 
gestive of that caused by essential oils. The 
substance was found to dissolve readily in 
alcohol, and a drop of the solution evaporated 
upon a watch giass gave crystals very 
closely resembling those of morphine. This 
cursory examination induced Dr. Bardet to 
doubt the authenticity of the article, and he 
instructed M. Adrian to procure other samples 
of it from several different houses in England. 
In the meantime Dr. Bardet learnt from M. 
Dujardin-Beaumetz that he had received from 
M. Petit a letter in which he stated that he had 
obtained with hopeine procured from England 
the same reactions that morphine gives, 


Two samples of the article, one obtained 
from Messrs. Ubristy and the other from the 
Concentrated Produce Company, were 
then opened in the presence of M. Dujar- 
din-Beaumetz and other persons, and Dr. 
Bardet proceeded to examine them by chemi- 
cal tests. The sample obtained frem Messrs. 
Christy was found to possess the same odor of 
ol! of wintergreen already mentioned, while 
that obtained from the company had on the 
contrary astrong odor of hops. Chemically 
both substances presented the same reactions, 
and their appearance was the same, that of a 
white amorphous light powder like a precipi- 
tated vegetable alkaloid, almost insoluble in 
water, readily soluble in alcohol, and very sol- 
uble in acidulated water. One gram of the 
substance was converted into hydrochlorate, 
the solution mixed with ammonia, and the 
alkaloid after being washed and dried had the 
same outward appearance as the original arti- 





ele, but had entirely lost the odor of hops. A! Trans.

solution of the :hydroeblorate tested with the 


ordinary reagents for morphine gave results 
similar to that alkaloid, orange coloration with 
nitric acid, bluish green with ferric chloride, 
and liberation of iodine with sodium iodate. A 
drop of the alcoholic solution of the substance 
evaporated on a glass plate gave crystals which 
Dr. Bardet regarded as being absolutely iden- 
tical with those formed by morphine under the 
same conditions. 


The several operations above described ap- 
pear to have been carried out also by M. Petit 
in his own laboratory, and according to a note 
addressed by him to M. Dujardin-Beaumetz, his 
results are stated to have been identical with 
those obtained by Dr. Bardet. M. Petit also 
made an examination of the substance with 
the polariscope, and he obtained the same re- 
sult with hopeine as with morphine. 


These observations were communicated tothe 
Academy of Medicine in Paris by M. Dujardin- 
Beaumetz, on the 26th of January last, andina 
paper on the subject in the Nouveaux Remedies 
for February, Dr. Bardet discusses the fnfer- 
ences that may be drawn from the facts above 
stated, and decidedly indicates a disposition to 
call in question the individuality of the sub- 
stance sold as hopeine and to suggest that it has 
not been obtained from hops, but is in reality 
morphine. Indeed, he does not hesitate to say 
that, if a fraud has not been practised, as he is 
inclined to think, it is at least incumbent 
on Dr. Williamson, as the discoverer of 
the alkaloid in the hop, to demonstrate 
the fact of its existence in that plant,and to 
clear up more thorougbly the remarkable re- 
semblance between hopeine and morphine, 


It will be evident that the position in which 
this matter has been placed by Dr. Bardet in- 
volves the purveyors of the article in very un- 
pleasant suspicion, and Messrs. Christy and Co. 
have consequently made public a guarantee 
which they have procured from the Concen- 
trated Produce Company to the effect that the 
hopeine supplied to that firm was similar in 
every respect to the article supplied to their 
other customers, including M. Adrian and 
Company, of Paris, and that hopeine is 
prepared exclusively from hops. Something 
more than this, however, will be necessary to 
elucidate the matter from a scientific point of 
view, and we feel justified in saying this from 
having examined two samples of hopeine and 
ascertained the very striking resemblance 
which it presents to morphine, a resemblance 
so close that it has not been possible to dis- 
tinguish it from morphine. There is, in fact, 
only one test that has given a result in some 
degree differing from morphine, and that is so- 
lution in caustic potash. Hopeine is not 
dissolved completely as morphine is, but a 
small portion remains undissolved. This 
behavior, however, does not establish a 
distinction, but points rather to the probable 
presence of some other substance that 
does not behave like morphine. It must not 
be forgotten, moreover, that Dr. William- 
son has given a formula for hopeine represent- 
ing a compvueition different from that of mor- 
phine, and before any decided conclusion can 
be arrived at this point must be inquired into. 
In the current number of the Chemtker Zeitung 
there is another paper by Dr. Williamson, in 
which he states that he had himself found the 
resemblance of hopeine to morphine so close 
that he was in the first instance induced to 
think that it was morphine he obtained from 
hops, until the elementary analysis showed him 
that was not the case. He also mentions the 
action of hopeine in dilating the pupil of the 
eye as an essential distinction from morphine. 
If these points of difference are established by 
further observation much will have been done 
towards thesettlement of the question. Some 
other‘reactions mentioned are of less importance 
We have not set had sufficient material or op- 
portunity of making an analysis to determine 
the composition of hopeine, but the Concen- 
trated Produce Company having at our request 
placed an authentic sample at our disposal, we 
shall carry out the analysis at once, 


A further desirable step will be the importa- 
tion of a supply of the wild hops from America 
which Dr. Williamson describes as being the 
peculiar source from which hopeine ig to be 
obtained, and this we understand has been 
provided for by Messrs, Christy and other firms 
who have been involved in suspicion by their 
connection with this article. 


In regard to this point we cannot omit to ex- 
press regret that some of the incidental expres 
sions of opinion in regard to this matter should 
have manifested such an uncharitable tone as 
they have done, and also that they should have 
been publicly uttered with such indiscriminate 
application to English drug houses. To us at 
least it isa surprise to find that there can be 
any reason for talking df sharp practices on 
the part of English drug houses being syste- 
matically directed to the victimizing of our 
French neighbors, Yet it is in these terms that 
Dr. Bardet expresses himself, and assuming 
hopeine to be a fraudulent stbstitution of mor- 
phine at a high price, he refers to the circum- 
stance as another illustration of the alleged 
sharp practice of English drug houses. Our 
friends in France are fond of talking about the 
sympathetic cordiality of their relations to the 
English people, and,as we should be glad to 
see such relations prevail, we would suggest 
that the sentiment should receive some more 
suitable‘demonstration than tbat afforded on 
this occasion byDr.

These signs all point, of course, to a remote 
age, when the desert was agreat inland sen, 
which has disappeared through evaporation. 
The salt in the water was deposited in the des- 
ert, and bas been washing down into the sink 
for a thousand years. From the surrounding 
hills there is still more or less saline matter 
washed, so that the sources of supply are kept 
from becoming exhausted. From Salton the 
location of the works, one looks in all direc- 
tions toward the edge of the great saucer- 
shaped pit over a weird, bald desert with no 
tree and hardly arock to cast a shadow from 
the gleaming sun. The works employ a good 
many men, and even the water they drink hes 
to be brought from a distance. 

In the late storm the wind and rain were 
something terrific. Great streams cut deep 
gullies down the desert, in which the waters 
ran in floods. Ahi~h wind from the eastward 
struck the railroad track, low as it lies to the 
ground, and it was carried, between the gale 
and the flood combined, out of place, so that 
it lay almost afloat balfmoon shaped, the centre 
of the bulge being over 100 feet out of place.

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Salt in the Desert. 


Many people have heard of Incio, and some 
have read of the salt deposit which the South- 
ern Pacific Company are taking out at that 
point in the Colorado desert, but few have 
read any detailed description of the weird spot 
in the desert where so rich a mine of wealth is 
being succesefully worked, From Mr. G. W. 
Dearborn, Superintendent of the works, a 
Herald reporter a few days ago gleaned some 
interesting facts concerning this curious de- 
posit of salt. 

The salt mine is situated in the extreme bot- 
tom of the Colorado desert, in the “Sink,” as 
it is called, 264 feet below the level of the sea. 
The surrounding country is shaped like a 
saucer, and for many miles all the rainfall 
of the desert at all points of the compass 
runs into the sink. This rainfall is not

It is questiorable whether it would pay to 
transport this material to the north, although it 
would be an excellent source of potash for far- 
mers near the place where it is produced. 

Cotton bull ashes vary considerably in com- 
position, those which are lightest in color be- 
ing usually richest in potash. They are at pres- 
ent by far the cheapest source of potash in our 
market and are specially prized by tobacco 
growers, The supply is however limited.

The Cochineal Industry in G@uate- 
mala. 

The following paragraphs describing a visit 
to a cochineal range in Guatemala are taken 
from the Montreal Daily Star: 

“In this queer country the raising of hemip- 
terous insects of the bark-louse family—es 
pecially the Coccus cactus or Spanish cocbinilla 
—is a profitable if not a pleasant industry. In 
this portion of Guatemala vast plantations are 
given up entirely to the cultivation of the 
‘Indian fig,’ or nopal, of the genus Cacti 
(Opuntia cochinilifera), upon which these 
bark-lice feed. 

“Senor Espancsa’s plantataion of Opuntia 
cochinillifera which was the one we visited, 
includes nearly a thousand acres, and the mo- 
dus operandi of cultivating the insect is most 
curious. They require about the same care 
that is ordinarily bestowed upon silk worms 
andthe occupation is not more disagreeable 
among crawling bugs than wriggling worms. 
Immediately before the annual time of violent 
rains, great branches of the nopal, covered 
with insects, are cut off and stored in a build- 
ing erected for the purpose, to protect them 
from the weather, At the close of the wet 
season, four or five months later—about the 
middle of October—the plantations are again 
stocked from these supplies, by suspending 
little nests made of henequin, maguey, jute or 
apy sort of woody fibre, upon the spines of the 
growing cacti, each nest containing about a 
dozen females. Warmed by the tropic sun, the 
insects soon emerge from their semi-comatose 
condition, and begin to lay eggs with marvel- 
lous rapidity, each female producing more 
than a thousand young. These spread over the 
plants with marvellous celerity, the young fe- 
males attaching themselves to the leaves and 
immediately swelling to incredible size, adher- 
ing 80 closely to the nopal as to become almost 
a part of it, resembling vegetable excrescences 
rather than animated creatures. 

In this condition they are gathered for coch- 
ineal, none but the pregnant temales being 
valuable for commercial purposee. The males 
are comparatively few in number—not more 
than one to two hundred and fifty females— 
and are of no use for coloring purposes; but 
as in the higher orders of existence, escape 
moat of the pains and perils of life. While the 
male are thus left to disport themselves undis- 
turbed, the females are picked off with a blunt 
knife, collected into baskets and killed by dip- 
ping them into boiling water, or baking them 
in a heated oven, or on plates of hotiron. The 
first crop is gathered about the middle of De- 
cember, and subsequently several more of as 
many successive generations—the last for the 
year being in May. These tiny insects, of the 
family Coccidse, are in the form of rounded 
scales, the body covered with deep, transverse 
wrinkles, abdomen of dark mulberry color, 
with short, black legs, and bristly on the pos- 
terior part. The male has two erect wings, the 
female none. 

“A laborer of ordinary skill] can pick only 
about two ounces of cochineal bugs in a day. 
These lose at least two-thirds of their weight 
in the process of drying. As it requires no 
less than seventy thousand insects to weigh a 
pound, and the average retail price of cochi- 
neal is only sixty cents per pound, it may be 
inferred that the business is by no means a 
sinecure, By the method of immersing the in- 
sects in boiling water they turn toa reddish- 
brown hue, losing much of the white powder 
with which the wrinkles of their bodies are 
loaded. When dried in an oven they retain 
this, and then their color is grey, and when 
killed on hot iron they become black. This is 
the cause of the varieties known in the market 
as ‘silver grains,’ ‘black grains,’ and ‘foxy,’ the 
latter (killed by the first plan) being preferred. 
When aried, the cochineal presents the form of 
convex grairs, each about an eighth of an inch 
in diameter, with the transverse wrinkles still 
visible, 

“An inferior quality of insects, called sylves- 
tre, which is indigenous to a wild species of 
cactus, is frequently gathered and sold for the 
better variety, and sometimes the species be- 
come mixed without design on the part of the 
Planter. Occasionally e bug distemper breaks 
out and devastates entire plantations, as in 
Guatemala a few years ago, when the hacien- 
dados were obliged to clean out the old stock, 
root and branch, and begin anew. The Coccus 
cacti are also fed upon by birds, mice and the 
larve of other insecte—the latter destroyers 
sucking out their bodies and leaving only the 
empty skins,”

Prices remain steady and we have no changes 
to report in our quotations, 

Gambier is still in good demand both for con- 
sumption and on speculative account, During 
the weex there have been sales of 500 bales from 
store and from the Lizzie H., at 5%@6}<c for 
the former and 54@5%¢c for the latter. Addi- 
tional sales from the Eclipse were 50 torts at 
5254c. We also note sales of 50 tons ex Para- 
diso, still at Singapore at 4%@4%c. There have 
been no sales fur shipment the price remaining 
at 4%4c. The report that the advance in 
gambier is due to speculative manipula- 
tion are said to be incorrect. There are noout- 
side speculators in the market the recent heavy 
purchases being by parties who are dealers and 
who have a good consumptive outlet for their 
holdings. The advance is the natural result of 
short supplies and an increased consumption. 
At the close we learn ofa sale of 100 tons ex- 
Christine, now loading at 4%4@474c, and 200 bags 
from the Eclipse at 4%c cash. 


Indigo remains dull except for the small lots 
moving on consumers’ orders. Prices fer all 
grades remain very firm at the quotations given 
below. The imports of East India at this port 
for the week were 64 cases and since January 
16 1,086 ~— cases. Messrs. F. W. Heil- 
gers & Co. writing from Calcutta under 
date of January 25th, saye: ‘Since our report 
of the 18th inst only one auction has taken 
place in which about 400 chests were sold. Of 
European marks only ES &Co, JHB, JSE 
and A W were put up, whilst Oudes consisted 
chiefly of old and rejected lots. Thesale went 
off rather flat but prices show no material 
change. By private contract were sold: 32 
chests Bahadurpore, Miduapore at £25 2s 8d. 
With the exception of about 70 chests Bogree, 
which had been declared for to-day’s suction 
but did not arrive in time, almost nothing re- 
mains unsold of European indigos. Another 
small sule will probably be held on Wednesday, 
with which the regular season will terminate. 
About 110,000 maunds are now out of the market, 
and the shipments we apportion as under: Eng- 
land, 10.668 chests; France, 4,227 chesta; Conti- 
nent, 4,674 chests; America, 5,912 chests; Gulf, 
289 cheats; total, 25,720 chests.”’

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The February Oil Report. 


The shortest month of the year shows largely 
increased activity but little change in number 
of wells drillings and rigs up, anda slight in- 
crease in new protuction. It at the same time 
establisbes the limits of the Red Valley Pool, 
defines Cogley thoroughly, limits the Washing- 
ton county field in the Southwest, enlarges the 
Pontius Pool in Butler county, opens the Tar- 
kill mystery in Venango county, extends the 
Kane field and apparently settles the produc- 
tiveness of the Kinsva effort. The Polar Bear, 
of Bradford, and Allegany county, N, Y. show- 
ed a decided tendency to give way Loth to pro- 
duction and drilling. In these fields paying 
resulta have been principally on the Bingham 
lands on Harrisburg Run, snd at Clarksville. 
The greatest activity is in the Kane field, the 
Pontius Pool and in Washington county. The 
present month will show increased endeavor 
on the part of producers in these rich shots, 

The month of February leaves the country 
with less productive drilling territory in 
sight, a decrease in preinium on middie and 
lower field oil whieh will check the drill in the 
close, small producing sands of the lower 
pools and a weak market.
